Gur readers will be interested in the 
following additional particulars of the 
fatal railway wreck near Madoc Junc- 
fion, six miles from Belleville, abbout 2 
o'clock Thursday afternoon. 

fhe trains in the accidenl were the 
Tegaular afternoon express from Pet- 
erboro to Belleville, and the Madoo 
mixed train from Belleville. The regu- 
lar train was in charge of Conductor 
Riley, the crew comprising Driver 
Archie Edmunds, Lindsay, Fireman W. 
Nugent, Prakesman Gert Hawkins, 
Peterboro, and Dan ‘hompson, bag- 
gegeman, Lindsay. The postal car at- 
tacked was in charge of Messrs. Ed. 
Doyle and A. Gillies, Belleville. The 
Madoc train was ip charge of Conduc- 
tor Kerr, with Driver Maybee, Tire- 
man Primeau, Lindsay, and Brakeeman 
Bird. 

fhe regular train left Peterboro at 
11.45, twenty minutes behind echedule 
liime, (lhe Madoc train crew, should 
have been on the lookout for the Pet- 
e@rooro train, which had the right of 
way, and should have waited at Fox- 
boro siding rather than try to make 
junction without orders. In tryiag to 
do this the deplorable accident oceur- 


red. 
THE COLLISION. 

The run wasenfely made by the regu- 
lar from Peterboro to Madoz Junction, 
where the usual stop was made. ‘The 
Midoc train had been 40 minutes late 
in leaving Belleville. When the Tet- 
erboro train palled out of Madoz Junc- 
tion it had gone less than a mile, and 
was approaching u bad curve in the 
line, when the shriek of a whistle 
struck terror to the hearts of tle men 
in the engine cab, for they eaw that 
another train was apy hing, aad 
that a collision was inevitable. Driver 
q reversed his engine and put 
on hard, and in doing so he 
med the speed of his train 
that the force of the shock wis reduced 
and the passenger coaches were say- 
cA from the wreck, (But il cost him 
his life, for when he had done his duty, 
it was loo Jate to jamp, and Le was 
caught in the wreck, and sealded to 
death Fireman Nugent jumped and 
escaped serious injury, although slight- 
ly ecaided, D t Maybee, of the 
Madoc train, the crew of which saw 
the danger first, reversed and jumped 


and eseaped, as also did Firemin 
Leo. Primeau, but Brakesman Bird, 
who was on the running board of the 
engine, was caught in the wreck and 
wis killed instantly, his body being 
cut in two, ‘ 

A TERRIETLIC SHOCK. 

(When the engines mét tlere was an 
awful, terrific crash, and (he shock 
sent passengers on both (rains sprawl- 
ing from their seats headlong through 
the cars, Fortunately the heroic con- 
duct of Edmunds in doing his duty 
hefore allempting to leave luis post 
gaved the couches, and only ihe bag- 
gage cars and the munil car. went into 
the emash. Dhe two locomotives, how- 
ever, were total wrecks, and were pii- 
ed in an awsul and indescribable heip. 
The escaping sleam added to the 
horrors of the scene, and the greatest 
excitement prevailed. 

THE CASUALTIES, 

Word was sent to Belleville ond an 
auxiliary, with Dra. Gibson, Boyce and 
Dolan on board, went out to the scene, 
Dr. Meikiejohn, of Stirling, had also 
arrived, and those injured were altend- 
ed to. he list of casualtles were:

HE WAS IN THE WRECK 
Mr. Ed. Doyle, the Mail Clerk Bet- 
ween Peterboro and Belleville, Tells 
of the Collision. 

Mr. Ed. Doyle, the well-known mail 
clerk on the Pelleville-VPeterboro ran 
will remember his experience for many 
a day, alihough he came oub of the 
wreck without a geratch. He eaid the 
accident occurred at a curve levs (han 
a mile the other side of Madoc Junc- 
tion, wlieré the train had stopped, oe 
usual, Zhe firet thing he heird was 
whistle of the eng ne of Madoc 


{rain. He spoke to Mr, Gillies, 
other mai dierk in the cain with him, 
and aid, "1 wonder what thal ie?” 


He thought at first that it was a 
Bteom thiresher. He stepped to the 
door to lcok out, when the brakes went 
on the engine/of h’s own’ train with a 
Jom that sent things jumping. Then 
came the dreadful crash when the two 
greit iron monsters came together. 
Mr, Doyle was sent headlong against 
{he end of the mail car, along wath 
everything else in the car. When he 
extricated humself he found he was 
unhurt, The car was almost stand- 
ing on end, the front end being elevat- 
ed on the top of the wreck im front. 
He looked out and the wreck was before 
kim, the eng‘nes piled up on the track 
ond in the ditch and shrouded in clouds 
of escaping steam. Mr. Gillies came 
out of the heap in tha mail car with 
a cut on his head and a bad ahaxin 
up, but was alile to look after himesit. 
When he was thrown by the shock of 
the collision his liead strack something 
that caused the scalp wound. 

Mr. Doyle says he first went to look 
for “Danny” Thompson, the baggage- 
mn, whom he feared was killed, bot 
he met Thomipson coming around the 
cars, bruised, but not seriously hurt. 
Roor Archie Edmunds, the engineer on 
the Pelerboro train, was dead. He 
had heen caught iv the wreck and was 
ccalded by the escaping 6leam. 

Mr. Doyle sa that Edmunds was 
{he hero of the accident, fon le saved 
(he passengers on the Belleville train. 
He stood to his post while he put on 
the brakes and reversed his engine, 
and then jumped, but he was too late, 
His brave conduct in sticking to his 
post until he applied the brakes and 
reversed his engine saved the train 
from piling into the wreck, Dut it cost 
him his life. Indeed, had the trains 
been coming together on a straight 
piece of road, Mr. Doyle says the Belle- 
vile train would haye stopped in her 
own length, so effective were the brakes 
and lhe reverse. 

Mhe firemen on the engine jumped 
and escaped, 16 did also the men on the 
Madoc engine. Samuel Bird, the first 
brakesman on the Madoc, was missing 
end a search was made for him. Mz. 
Doyle found his body beneith the 
wieck, being attracted by a hand he 
saw strenched out from beneali: It 
could be seen he was horribily crush- 
ed acrose the body, and when the doc- 
tors arrived it was found that the ua- 
fortunate man had been literally cut 
in tow, and his limbs were, on the top 
of the cab, while the body was beneath 
the wreck. 

(Bird had been on the running board 
of {ie engine going out, as, they do at 
the Madoc siding, to set the switch, 
when at the curve he heard the train 
coming ahead. He called back, but be- 
ing on the inside of the curve did not 
eee how close the Peterboro Lrain was, 
and was caught in the coliision. he 
engineer and the rest of the crew of 
the Madoc train jumped and escaped. 

The passengers on the traina es- 
caped with a shaking up and some 
small bruises. Mr. Doyle says the 
wreck looked asbad as the Murray Hul 
emesh-up, but, fortunately was not at- 
fended by such loss of life.

| CONDUCTOR KERR ASSUMES ALL 


THE BLAME, 
His Forgetfulness Caused the Accident 


—Driver Maybee also Forgot About 
the Peterboro Train. 

(Belleville Daily Ontario, Saturday.) 
4 “he coroner's inquest mal last oven- 
ing to enquire into lhe cause of (he 
collision on the Grand "Lrunk, near Ma- 
doc Junction, ‘on Thursday afternoon. 

Mr. W. G. Brownlee, asaistant Super- 
inlendent of the division, was the first 
witness called. "Lo Mr. P. J. M, Ander- 
son said he was the first heard of the 
accident at 1.55, about 30 minutes af- 
lor it ocourred.

He found that a collision had ocour- 
red. flhere were fatalities and a gBceut 
deal of damage! to Properly. ‘Tha des- 
paitcher at Lindsay had control of the 
Mhdoc train, No. 15, as woll as the 
Peterboro train, No. 10. No. 10 had 
a right of way oyer No, 15, which was 
4 second-cliss train: All first-class 
trains and second-class trains haye a 
right of way over third-class ones. No. 
10 bad the right, of way. There is no 
one at Madoc, Junction. to give orders, 

{Lo Mir: W. W. Pops he eaid the duty 
of No, 15 train was to keep clear of 
No, 10 tmin and if he was not gure 
of making the Junction before No, 15 
the (rain should remain at the Peeced- 
ing station. Each employes of tha 
tmin hud the time-table in his pos- 
tepsion together with a copy of the 
rules of the road.

He coa- 
sidered he would have cleared No, 10 
had it not been for the time lost in 
shunting at Corbyville’ Be had no 
orders from Lindsay. ‘he collision 
with No. 10 was caused dy a slip of his 
memory. He should have remained at 
Foxboro, He had been a conductor on 
the oad for 20 years. We could not 
understand why he had nol thought of 
fhe other train. He ordered the en- 
gincer to zo ad. 

‘Do you consider that the forgetfal- 
ness of yourself and engineer was the 
cause of the collision?’ Asked Mr. 
Amerson. 

“Yes, sir,” replied Mr. Kerr. 


Dr. Gibson was examined and testi- 


fied as to having visiled the wreck 
and found {wo men dead, the result 
of the collision. 

Mie inquest was then adjourned until 
Monday evening at 8 o'clock, when a

Something About the Hardships of the

The following excesdingly interest- 
ing letter, telling of the fighting of the 
Canadian reganent on the march to 
Pretoria, has been received by Mr, 1. 
F. Matthews, of Petarboro, from his 
brother Pte. Joe Matthews. This ia 
the first letter that has come through 
in seven veeke, although Mr. Mat- 
thewe- speaks of having mailed others. 
‘he letter reads a6 follows < 

Springs, 8. A. June 19, ‘90. 

Dear Frank,—We have received no 
mail since we left Bloemfontein, eome 
eight weeks ago, I am quile in the 
dagk ag to home happenings for the 
fast three months Ii is rumored that 
five weeks’ mail was captured by De- 
Wet and burned, so that may, account 
for its non-arrival, but I think the 
réal reason is lack of transport. We 
kave not had much time for writing 
letters, as our column was kept pretty 
well on the move from Bloemfontein to 
Pretoria, I managed to gel felters 
gent fo mother occasionally, bul that 
was all 

OUR MARCH NORIU WARD 
was very severe. We suffered much 
from lack of proper clothing, as our 
khaki was in rags, and no undercloth- 
ing had been igeued. Our boots were 
also badly worn, and many men had 
to be sent back owing to eure feet from 
this cause. The nights here al this 
seovon are very cold, and whem we had 
toget upat four, turn in blankets and 
overcoats, we suffered considerably 
from the cold- The marching was con- 
finnous, as. we had only eight days’ 
test the whole way from Bloemfontein 
to Pretoria, and we came by a very 
soundabout way, marching half as 
far again as main column. We had a 
good deal of fighting to do, but in 
most cases it was only with the rear 
guard of the retreating Boers, who 
would put up a scarp for a few hours, 
while their transport and guns were 
crossing some drift, and then rapidly 
retreat. fhe only places where they gaol ei

Bronkhorst Spruit, July 24.—The 
Boers having got wind of the British 
advanco, evacuated all their positions 
and are reported to be moving to the 
northeast towards Leydenberg, 
whither President Kruger 1s going. 
A portion of the Boers remain north 
of Bushveldt, whence they attempted 
to interrupt communications on this 
line. 

The bridges here and 
bridges to the west have been 
stroyed. 

The British force comprises two 
brigades under Gen. French, and a 
brigade and a half under Gen. Ham- 
ilton.- It is not likely that the ad- 
yance upon Middleburg will be con- 
tested. The Boers remaining upon 
their farms state that most of the 
burghers are anxious to bring mat- 
ters to a finish, but that the foreign- 
ers are persistent.

A GENERAL ADVANCE. 


Lord Roberts’ army Sweeping the Ene- 
my Enatward—Interesting Despatehes. 


London, July 26.—Tho War Office 
has roceived the following despatcn 
from Lord Roberts: 

“Vandermarwe Stetion, July 24.— 
We made a general advance yesterday 
from the positfon we haye been hold- 
ing enst of Pretoria since June 12. 
Tan Hamilton, from the north, reach- 
ed Rustfontein, seven miles north of 
Bronkhorst Spruit, on July 22 This 
go completely surrounded the enemy's 
I{ne of retreat that thoy abandoned 
the strong position they had been oc- 
cupying in front of Pole-Carsw. Ste- 
phenson’s brigade advanced yesterday 
unopposed to Eland’s River £tation. 
Our right was protected by the first 
and fourth brigades of cavalry under 
Gen. French, and Hutton’s mounted 
infantry. The former crossed cast of 
Wilge River. 

“Railway and telegraphic communi- 
cation were restored last night. 

“Tn the supply train captured at 
Roodeval were 200 Welsh Fusiliers, 
most of whom had been prisoners. 
Dewet's force is continuing to move 
northeasterly. It was at Roodeport, 
July 22, with Broadwood, not fi 
behind, and Little's cavalry brigade 
following Broadwood. 

“Baden-Powell reports as follows: 

““Magato Farm, July 22.—Cols. 
Arey and Lushington, with 450 men, 
drove 1,000 Boers from a yery strong 
position and scattered them with con- 
siderable loss. Our casualties were 
six killed and nineteen wounded.’ ’’ 

tt is not clear whether the supply 
train and 200 Fusiliers mentioned i 
the above despatch are identijal with 
the train and 100 Cameron Highland- 
ers, the capture of which was report- 
ed by Lord Roberts on July 22. 

The following despatch froin Lord 
Roberts has been received at the War 
Office: 

“Bronkhorst Spruit, July 24.—We 
marched here to-day. This is the 
place where the 94th was attacked 
Dec. 20, 1880. The graves of the 
officers and men are in fair preserva- 
tion,,and will be put in good order. 


“The march was unopposed, but 
Brench - cavalry and (utton’s 
mounted infantry made a widg de- 


tour on our right and met bedies of 
the enemy. These were driven back, 
leaving several dead and wounded. A 
good many were also captured. Our 
casualties were one killed. 
“Broadwood reports that he cap- 
tured five of Dewet's wagons to-day.

HEAVY RAINS PREVENT PURSUIT 


Boers In Bethlehem District Are Now 


Hemmed in—Dewet Wrought to Bay 


aud His Brothor Pete Was Capture 


London, July 28,—The War. Office 
received this despatch from Lord Rob- 
erts late last night: 

“French and Hutton continued their 
pursuit on July 25. The former 
crossed Oliphant’s (Olifant’s) River, 
and from the high ground on the east 
bank he could see Middleburg, and 
the enemy retiring in great disorder. 
The main road was. blocked for sey- 
eral miles with horsemen and 
wagons. The enemy's rear guard was 
then seven miles north. The mounted 
forces were still west of the river. 
Night was closing in, the rain was 
falling in torrents, and so it was im- 
possible to follow. 

“Phe night was terrible. In addi- 
tion to the rain, a strong east wind 
made the bivouack most uncomfort- 
able. One officer, I regret to say, 
died of exposure; and the mortality 
among the mules and oxen was great. 
The men made light of hardships, and 
were in famous spirits when saw 
them yesterday. 

“Hunter has occupied Fournier- 
burg, and, so far as I know, did not 
suffer loss. He found Mrs. Steyn, 
wife of the ex-President, and several 
of our men, whom Dewet had captur- 
ed at different times, and whom he 
Was unable to send to Machadodorp. 

“The enemy in the Bethlehem Hills 
are now closed in. Basutoland is 
closed to them. MHarrismith is the 
only line open; and {it will not be 
easy for them to reach there with 
guns and wagons. 

“Broadwood is still watching 
Christian Dewet, who has taken up a 
position on the high hills near 
Reitzburg, about’ seven miles south of 
the Vaal.

BOERS BROKE AND FLED.

CANADIANS

London, July 27.—The Daily Tele- 
g@raph's sensational article regard- 
{ng Canadian invalids Leng found 
sleeping in Hyde Park, and without 
money or food, has already fallen 
flat, as the story is untrue in alinost 
every particular. It appears that a 
party of Canadian invalids had heen 
invited to the Empire Theatre, and 
stayed out until such a late hour 
that when they returned to the Sold- 
fers’ Home they found all the en- 
trances closed and the porter refused 
to open any oi the doors. They 
were forced to sleep 2n the benches 
in Hyde Park as a result. 

Twenty-five Canadians now in Ion- 
don, having been invalided from 
South Africa, felt justly indignant at 
the publication of the article in The 
Telegraph and immediately addressed 
a letter to the editor of that jour- 
nal, through Lord Strathcona and 
Mount Royal, the Caiaian igh 
Commissioner.

Lord Roberta! Hulletiu, 
London, July 81.—TDhe following 
ollicial despatch has been received 


from Lord Robert: 

“Pretoria, July 2 On July 26th 
Macdonald fought a rear-guard ac- 
tlon with thé enemy from ca 
morning until dark, nine miles, out- 
side of Naauwpoort, in the Dethle- 
hem Hills, resulting in his effectual- 
ly blocking Naauwpoort Nek to the 
Boer wagons. 

“Wunter reports that the ehemy 
twice checked his advance by. hold- 
ing strqapg positions on two zicks, 
one of whieh was tuken Wefore dark 
by the Scots, the Royal Irish, tho 
Wiltshire and the MTLeinster regi- 
ments, Our casualtics were only. 
five or six. The second nek was tak- 
en during the night by the Scots 
Guards without opposition, the ene- 
my retiring closely to Naauwpoort. 

“Prisoners taken stated that 
twelve hundred burghers would ‘sur- 
render if guaranteed that they would 
be treated as prisoners of war and 
not as rebels. Yo this I had assent- 
ef. As a result of these operations, 
Prinsloo, commanding the Boers, 
asked under a flag of truce this 
morning a four days’ armistice for 
peace negotiations. 

“Hunter replied the only terms he 
could accept were unconditional sur- 
render, and until these were complied 
With hostilities could not cease. I 
expressed my approval and told Hun- 
ter on no account to enter into ne- 
gotiations 

“Ns I am writing, a telegram has 
come from Hunter, saying that 
Prinsloo had written a second letter 
expressing willingness to hand over 
himself, with his men, rifles, ammu- 
nition and other firearms, upon con- 
dition that the horses, saddles, 
bridles and other possessions of the 
burghers be guaranteed them and 
they be free to return to their homes. 

“T have replied that the surrender 
must be absolutely unconditional, 
that all rifles, ammunition, horses 
and other possessions must be given 
up, and that the burghers would 
be considered prisoners of war. I 
added that Prinsloo’s overtures will 
not be allowed in any way to inter— 
fere with Hunter’s operations, which 
must be continued until the enemy is 
defeated or has surrendered.” 

Roberts Confirms tho News. 

London, July 31—A later de- 
spatch from Gen. Roberts, dated 
July 29, confirms the surrender of 
Prinsloo with 5,000 Boers. 

The Surrender of Pri 


loo, 

Bloemfontein, July 31.—Gen. Hun- 
ter, having received a written un- 
conditional surrender of all the Boers 
in Caledon Vailey, attended to accept 
the surrender, Gen. Prinsloo, lately 
elected to the chief command, arriy- 
ed and tried to repudiate the uncon- 
ditional surrender. Gen. Hunter, 
however, refused any concession, ex- 
cept to allow the Boers to keep one 
riding horse. 

About J1 o'clock the troops were 
drawn up in two long lines on the 
hills and over the valley, and the 
Boers rode in between, throwing 
down their rifles, together with a 
motley collection of clothing, biank- 
ets and gear, such as was found ip 
Gen. Cronje’s laager.

MOL DETAIL FROM MONZA. 


Lust Words of the Assussinuted King— 
His Assallant’s Appearance. 


Monza, July 31.—It appears that 
When ‘King Humbert was woundec 
he exclaimed: “It is nothing.”’ 

The royal carriagé covered the dis 
tance between the Gymnastic So- 
ciety club house, where the crime 
Was committed, and the royal villa 
at full speed, requiring but threc 
minutes. The King expired an thi 
way, and, though placed om a bed 
was dead when the doctors arriyed 

Bressi is young, tall and swarthy 
It appears that he remained fou 
days*at Prato and two days at Bo- 
logna, after which he came here. 

When Queen Marguerita arrived at 
the villa it was still hoped that the 
King would survive, and when the 
truth was broken to her, o heart- 
rending scene ensued. Bursting into 
tears, she exclaimed: 

“Tt is the greatest crime of the 
century. Wumbert was good and 
faithful. No person could have loved 
his people more. We was one who 
bore ill-will to none.’” 

When the Queen's mother arrived 
there was another affecting scene. 

The assassin is strictly guarded in 


prison. He continues to preserve ab- 
solute indifference, and took his 
meals yesterday without any sign of 
being affected by his position. A 
Second revolver was found on the 
public stand in the gymnastic 
grounds. 

The assassin’s name is variously 


given as Angelo and Gaetno Bressi. 
He was born in Prato Nov. 10, 
1869, and is a weaver by trade. He 
comes from America, where he has 
resided at Paterson, N. J. He says 
he had no accomplices and that he 
committed the crime because of his 
hatred of monarchial institutions. 


He reached Monza July 27 ‘from 
Milen, where he had stayed a few 
days. 


The room where the embalming is 
proceeding is already filled with 
flowers. The Queen herself placed a 
Wreath on the bier, and knelt and 
prayed beside the body, and, in spite 
of the entreaties of the princes and 
princesses, she refuses to quit the 
death chamber, which is in. charge 
of Count Jurri, the late King's aide 
de-camp. 

The expression of the dead King’s 
face is tranquil, and even smiling. 
The corpse was blessed immediately 
after death. It will be embalmed.

River Obstructions—Another View. 
(to the Editor of The Post) 
Sir,—If the differen writers in The Vost 
who have recently beon going into hystorios 
over the ubstruction of the navigation of the 
Sougog river by the mill-owners would tse 
dommon seneo and ronson in discussing the 
matter, they might find that the weight of 
argument did nut Iay altogether with those 
who are out alter the scalps of the mill- 

men 

Thin matter of river obstruction is a most 
important question to the people of Lind- 
say, and its proper solution eolls for more 
than ordinary thought. Ama citizen of the 
town who has had as much to do with the 
Bougog river ln and about Lindeay as any 
person living, I can speak with some au- 
thority. or every year for more than 
thirty years, constant businese up and down 
{thot useful stream has taught me that it fe 
{» very valuablo asset of the town in more 
ways than one, aud its proper and free use 
by all classes of citizens is a matter of the 
grostest Importance, One would infer, from 
the tone of the letters recently published in 
‘Tho Pout, that about the only use the Sougog 
js to save your correspondents a three- 
minute walk from the lower wharf to town. 

Tam free to admit that the law which 
governs tho use of the ordinary highways 
also upplles to the Seugoy river, and if it 
wore strictly enforced the mill-men would 
bo obliged to atop using the river entirely 
for thelr acows and tows of logs. ‘Ihe mill- 
mon know this pertectly well. Then why 
do they daily place themselves in the hands 
of the law? Simply because they osn'tholp 
it, The volume of trade is so large that the 
river has to be used by the mill-men to the 
fullest extent, or the results will be disas- 
trous to both them and those citizens of our 
town who are depending on the mil) industry 
for o living. The public are entitled to the 
free and obstructed use of all bignways, in- 
cluding the river, but if in this case they 
are disposed to give up some of their rights 
for the public good, as they doin many 
other instances, they arc acting quite within 
their righto in doing so, 

Allow me to point to s number of cases in 
Lindsay where private parties are allowed 
bo te users of public streets, which is con- 
sidered to be in the public interost, and 
where, 1am bound to auy, the total benefit 
to Lindsay is not to te compared to the 
benefit the milling industry is to this town. 
The merchants are allowed to display their 
gouds on the strecte, and pile large quanti- 
ties of barrels, boxer and crates on the foot 
walks ; nobody kicks because St is consider- 
ed in the pnblic interest not todoeso.

Ottawa, July 25.—In cennection 
with the trouble among the Fraser 
River fishermen numerous reports 
have been made to the Department 
of Justice by persons interested in 
the maintaining of peace in British 
Columbia that the malcontents there 
are threatening the destruction of 
life and property, and asking that 
steps be taken for the purpose of 
maintaining order, but the Govern- 
ment has taken the position that the 
duty of protecting life and property. 
and) maintaining order devolves upon 
the local authorities: Every man 
Where the English common law ap- 
plies has devolving upon him the 
duty of maintaining peace and or- 
der, aud may be called upon by the 
local Magistracy to restore order. 
Under the Militia Act the ordinary 
Magistracy are authorized to call out 
the volunteer force if necessary to 
protect life and property, and the 
volunteers so acting~concertedly are, 
nevertheless, acting in their civil ca- 
pacity.

there should be any interference by 
the Federal authorities, nor does {€ 
appear that fhe disorder {s of such

His only son, Gerald Sifton, a man 
about 80 years of age, is the only

about 8 o'clock in the morning he 
Was knocking somo boards off the 
gable end of the barn under his fa- 
ther’s directions, who was in the 
yard below. 

Tho old man did not like the way 
the boards were coming off, and tak- 
ing an ax, he climbed up the inside 
of the barn to finish the fob him- 
self. At the first blow on the boards 
the son says his father lost his bal- 
ance and fell to tho ground, a 
tance of 25 fect. The ax in some 
manner fell with him, and inflicted in- 
juries on his head, which proved fa- 
tal in a few hours, the victim never 
regaining consciousness. The hired 
boy, who was in the other end of the 


barn, did not see the accident, but 
heard his son shout, and came out 
to find the old man lying on the 
ground with the ax under his head. 


Dr. McNeill of Aryn was summoned, 
but could do nothing for the injured 
man, and in regular course the bur- 
jal certificate was given; and the re- 
mains laid away in the family plot 
at Arva. 

The more tragic part of the story 
is yet to be told. The old man met 
his death on his wedding day, he 
having all arrangements made to en- 
ter the matrimonial state for the 
third time in his life. The bride of 
his choice was a young girl by 
name of Mary McFarlane, who was 
many years the junfor of her affianc- 
ed. The son had only heard of the 
proposed wedding .on the night pre- 
vious, and the statement is nade by 
quite a number that he avowed the 
marriago would never take place as 
long as he was alive to prevent 
Although an only child, it is nelleg- 
ed that he has never got along very 
well with his father, and on this ac- 
count it was thought but natural 
that he should be harsh in his 
marks as to the wedding. These out- 
spoken remarks, together with the 
fact that the marriage would prob- 
ably bring other claimants for the 
old man’s fortune, have caused the 
relatives and others to somewhat 
doubt the story of the tragedy, and 
High Constable Mcleod was asked to 
make an investigation. After two 
or three days’ quiet work he noti- 
fied the Attorney-General’s TDepart- 
ment, and Inspector John Murray 
took charge of the case. 

The dead man, Joseph Sifton, was 
a well-known man, hose previous 
matrimonial venturgs did not bring 
entire happiness. His second ‘wife 
Was separated from him for a num-

ber of years before her death, which i 


took place ina tragic manner, 
being burned to death at her’ son's 
home at Port Stanley. The old man 
owned nearly 700 acres of land, 200 
of which he had given to bis son 
Gerald. Tho balance was willed to 
the son, but it is said this will was 
to have been changed when the pro- 
posed marriage -took place. 

A heavy mortgage is said to rest 
on the young man’s portion, and any 
benefit he might derive from his fa- 
ther's death, it is claimed, would 
ease his own financial position con- 
siderably. The family is highly re- 
Bpected in the neighborhood, and the 
bare suspicion of anything wrong 
has come as a great shock to all 
Who are acquainted with the 
ties.

Charges that Are B Investigated by

He thinks 
this is-an evidence of the faith that 
the people now have in Manitoba, 
and is also attributed to the change 
of the policy of the Government in 
more liberal terms to pur- 
chasers, The land sold at prices 
varying from $5 to $42 per acre, the 
highest price obtained being near 
Plum Coulee, in southern Manitoba.

London, July 28.—Gerald Sifton 
and Walter Herbert were brought in- 
to a crowded courtroom yesterday 
morning and their trial for the mur- 
der of Joseph Sifton opened shortly 
after 11 o'clock. When he appeared 
in court young Sifton was very rest- 
less, and the cts of the diiy’s im- 
prisonment were seen in his haggard 
fice. The other prisoner, Herbert, 
who Is a much lower type of man, 
was unnioved, 

Magistrate Smyth presided during 
t'e taking of the evidence. The 
Crown Was represented by Crown 
Attorney James Mace and I s-ector 
Murray, and the defence by I. F. 
Hellmuth and T. W. Scandret. As 
medical experts the lawyers brought 
with them Dr. John D. Wilson, Dr. 
McCallum and Dr. Stevenson. 

John Sinker, a farmer who lives 
opposite the Sifton homestead on the

He said the elder Sifton came 
to his house on the morning of Fri- 
day, June 29, and borrowed a pole 
for his buggy. Sifton informed him 
of his intended marriage. He saw 
John McParlane that night, and 
told him. McFarlane imniediately 
set off for Gerald Sifton’s house, 
Where his sister Mary McParlane 
worked. 
FParlane after that time, and again 

w him go back to Gerald Sifton’s 
home, presumally to protest to his 
Sister avainst her marriage with the 
elder Sifton, The next morning, Sat- 
urday, 
barn, when he saw the Koy Walter 
Werkert running towards him across 
the meadow. The boy shouted: 
“Mr. Sifton fell from the barn and 
was killed. Come quick.’’ He went 
across the road and found Mr. Sifton 
lying on the ground behind the barn. 
The head of the deceased was about 
two feet from the wall, and he was 
lying on his back, with his feet 
slightly further out. In describing 
the contusions upon the dead man’s 
cad Mr. Sinker said that he noticed 
a heévy bruise just below and behind 
the’ left ear. The deceased was 
“reathing heavily, but this was the 
only sign-of life. The witness and 
Mr. Alonzo Decker, who had arrived 
on the scene, carried the body into 
tte house. Mrs. Richardson, and 
Miss Mary McFarlane were in the 
fiouse, Gerald Sifton having gone 
for the doctor. 

Later in the day Gerald told him 
the details of the accident, stating 
that he (Gerald) was in the 


the barn and that the old man had 
taken the axe from him and started 
to do it himself. Gerald told him 
that he was in the mow at the time, 
and the witness asked him why Mr. 
Sifton would climb up on a high gir 
der to knock the boards off when he 
could have done the work better 
standing in a'Safe 
floor of the mow.” To this Gerald 
Teplied that he also had difficulty in 
understanding this. 


any sane man would climb up on that 
girder to knock of those boards?” 
asked Mr. Magee. 

“I could scarcely understand it,’” 
returned the witness. Then, return- 
ing to a description of the scene as 
he) found it, with Mr. Sifton on the 
ground, he remembered seeing an axe 
and some bricks there; but-could not 
describe their position. After the day 
of the accident the Witness asked 
Gerald about the “will, and Gerald 
said that he had found it, ond that 
he was the heir of his father’s farms. 


Upon  cross-examination by Mr. 
Hellmuth the witness said that he 
had known the Sifton family for 95 


years, and the father and son had al- 
Ways been on the best of terms. He 
again described how he assisted in 
Picking the injured man up. He could 
not remember seeing any blood on 
the clothing of the deceased, and 
there were no traces around the barn, 
as if a body had been dragged about 
there. ¢ 

Alonzo Decker, who was mentioned 
by the last witness, was called. He 
Said that he heard of the tragedy 
from the boy he met on the road. He 
came into the farmyard and was tak- 
en by the boy by a circuitous course 
through the barn to where the body 
Jay. The axe was lying beside the 
body, with the handle © the farthest 
portion away. He repeated o great 
deal of the evidence given by the pre- 
vious witness, and on cross-examina- 
tion he said that, while there was a 
deep wound on the back of the man’s 
head, he saw no blood stains on the 
front of his clothing or face, 

Mrs. Bathurst, a maid in the home 
of Canon Richardson, which is a 
stone's throw from the scene of the 
tragedy, told of young Herbert com- 
ing to the rectory and telling Mrs. 
Richardson and herself that Mr. Sif- 
ton had fallen from the top of the 
barn and was killed. After Mr. Sif- 
ton had been carried Into his home 
the witness and Mrs. Richardson vis- 
ited him. As they were leaving they 
passed Walter Herbert, who was 
lighting a fire in the kitchen. Her- 
bert said that he had seen the acci- 
dent , and that Mr. Sifton was stan 
dent, and that Mr. Sifton was 
standing on a rafter and using an 
axe, with both hands, when he cut 
himself in the head with it and fell 
to the ground. Terlert on all other 
occasions at that time denied know- 
ing anything of the accident, until he 
Was told of it hy Gerald, Sha 
membered seving the axe ond the 
bricks on the ground at the rear of 
the barn, but slic did not notice any 
other bricks abet the place. Be 
fore she had heard of the tragedy she 
had heard a lot of hammering in the 
Sifton barn. 

Mrs. Richardson cold a similar 
story. She corroborated the evi- 
dence of the previous witness regard- 
ing the statements made by Herbert,

The evidence taken during the af- 
ternoon proved more sensational. 
James Morden{ oa brother of Mary 
Mclarlane’s former sweetheart, swore 
that Gerald Sifton had asked him to 
help hizn ont, and had offered him o 
Jarge sum of money to do away with 
the old man. Morden said Sifton 
first suggested that he (Morden) 
should catch the old man coming out 
of tife house, and hit him with a 
club. Then he told Morden they could 
.choke the old man to death and hang 
him up in the barn, and peopla would 
think he committed suicide. Morden 
said he refused fo have anything to 
do with these alleged suggestions. 

The court adjourned at 5 p.m. till 
10 o'clock Saturday morning.

Martin Mordes Practicuily Ge-Teils His

Statement of a Chineso Interpreter Says 
that Whon He Left Pokin fost of the 
Mombers of the Legations Were 
Dead—What the Chinese Are 
Doing—To Opposo For- 
elgners. 


London, July 26.—(4 a.m.) — Mr.

The Shanghai correspondent of The 
Daily Muajl asserts that a Chinaman, 
Who was employed at the British le 
gation as a writer and interpreter, 
has escaped from Pokin to Niuch- 
Wang and that he declares that at 
the time he loft Pekin most of the 
members of the legations were dead 
and thousands oi others ware hope 
less. He snys that Sir Robert Hart, 
director of Chinese Imperial Maritime 
Customs, died on July 2.

sides as dispelling any doubts that 
might still have existed regarding 
the genuiness of the despatches. Ow- 
ing to an error in transmission the 
message fails to show the number of 
wounded.

‘Lhree committees ofithe council met 
last eyening in the clerk's office, and | 
each transacted business.

Ald. Graham, présiding, presented 
several accounts which were passed. 
Nhe request of Frank Crandell, Chief | 
of the Bire Brigade, that two hydrant 
cut-off valves be purchased, was ap- 
proved after some explanations. ‘Ihe 
cost will be $15 or $20. 

A communication from a leading 
business firm complained of the in- 
efficient street watering service, “half , 
of ths time not done at all, and when! 
done, the work is performed in, such a 
way thal it might as well be left un- 
touched. It is now 9 a.m. (3Ist) and 
not a drop of water on the street yet, 
while the dust is flying so that we 
cannot see across the road at times. 
Unless there isa decided improyement 
we shall refuse to pay the walen rate.” 
Capt. Crandell-and several of the 
members said that other merchants 
had frequently complained, and refer- 
ence was made to the neglect to water 
the street on July Ist. By general 
consent Driver O'Neill was sent for. 
He admitted that he had been late in 
gelling oul on Tuesday morning, but 
said that as arule he had Kent-st- 
sprinkled ‘before 8 o'clock or soon af- 
ter, and tried to do the work in a 
manner satisfactory to all. The coun- 
cil decided to defer action pending fur- 
ther complaints. 

Board of Works Committee. 

Ald. Jackson, chairman, introduced

This concluded tho cross-examina- 
tlon, which had lasted through three 
sessions of the court. 

Mrs. Morden, wife of the last wit 
ness, corroborated her husband re- 
garding the visit to the Morden place 
of Gerald Silton about 10 o/clock on 
the night before the tragedy. The 
game night the deceased, Joseph Sif- 
ton, Mary McIarlane and her hus- 
band came to the Morden house be- 
tween 12 ond 1 o'clock. Witness 
heard her husband tell Joseph Sifton 
of Gerald’s plot to kill him by let- 
ting a hay truck fall on him. She ol- 
80 corroborated her husband with 
regard to the drawing of the second 
will at Joseph Sifton’s request. 

Rev, Mr. Cooper, Methodist minis- 
ter at Arva, testified that Gerald 
Sifton’s wife sent him out about 10 
o'clocic the night before tho tragedy, 


and sho told him, on reaching the 
house, that Gerald wanted to see 
him, The preacher waited until mid- 


night, and then went home without 
secing Gerald. After the accident, 
witness saw the prisoner Herbert, 
who told him he did not sce the ac- 
cident, but was standing tweity 
feet oway. Tis attention was 
drawn by Gerald shouting that tha 
old man was gone, 

Rey. Mr, Cooper said he had a num- 
ber of conversations with Gerald Sif- 
ton, in the course of which the pris- 
oner told him that he had gone to 
Dr. MeNeil’s the day after the acci- 
dent to get the death certificate, and 
there was then folk about an in- 
quest. McNeill said some of Sifton's 
brothers wented {t. Gerald said he 
got Dr. MeNiel to accept notes for 
$1,000 for not haying an inquest.

RAILWAY MEN STRIKE 


C.P.R. Machinists and. Other 
Mechanics Walk Out. 


REASONS FOR THE STRIKE. 


The Company Says the Men Who Were 


Pald Off Were Not Mequired Owlng 


to the Shortness of the Mani- 


toba Crop—Stand of the 
4 Bien in Ke~ 
phy. 


Winnipeg, Aug. 4.—At 10.15 yester- 
day morning groups of Canadian Pao- 
cific Railway mechanics, with their 
little bundles of tools, could be seen 
wending their way through the C.P. 
R. yards, on their way to their 
homes. It was not long before the 
news was generally known through- 
out the city that the threatened me- 
chanics’ strike on the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway was an accomplished fact. 
The men said that, in accordance 
with a previous arrangement, all jhe 
mechanics engaged on the Canadian 
Packfic Railway, from Fort William 
lo the coast, they had to quit work 
at 1 om. On ‘Tuesday last about 
275 men were discharged by the com- 
pany, owing, the oflicials explained, 
to tho prospect of hard times und the 
less amount of work that vould ua- 
turally follow with the reduction in 
the traffic. - 

The ofheials pointed out that, wit) 
only half o crop in the provinee, 
there would be only half the freight 
shipment east, and following this 
elhurlage there would be a coercs- 
pending folling off in the {mporis, In 
fact, they claimed, that the latver 
was already noticeable. 

The men held a mass meeting yes- 
teday of all the striking men and 
shut-out employes of the shops. Their 
leaders are very reticent in speak'og 
as to their prospects of success, but 
there is a strong feeling that the 
strike will extend to the engincers 
fireinen and trainmen, and that t) 
whole system will be tied up, pLro- 
bably within a week. 

Enguiry was made of the Press 
Committee as to the cause of the 
strike, and the information given out 
was a8 follows: 

The union had a signed agreement 
with the company~ since last full. 
This spring the men applied for a 
reyision of their schedule, and were 
told to apply in May or June for 
transportation for their General Com- 
mittee to come to Winnipeg and dis- 
cuss the matter. 

On May 26th the application for 
trausjicrtation was made, and 40 
answer was received until July, when 
they were told that, on account of 
the crop failure, no concessions cuuld 
be granted 

Further reasons, as stated in resol- 
utions passed by the General Commit- 
tee, and endorsed by the res rt 
junior committees, are as foll 

“We regard dismissal as a direct 
blow at our union, under the false 
pretense of decrease of business.

Montreal, Aug. 6.—(Special.}—1he Glass 
Block, occupled by Messrs. Bernier & West, 
at the corner of University and St. Cath- 
erine-street, was completely destroyed by 
fire at 2.80 o'clock this morning. Not only 
will the building be a total loss, but @ 
stock of fancy dry goods, yalued at not less 
than $60,000, went up In smoke. Members 
of prominent stores in the neighborhood 
suffered, such well known places as the 
Oxford Cafe, John Lewis’ drug store and 
the large dry goods establisument of 
Mossrs. Scroggie. The total loss by fire 
and water cannot be less than $70,000.

Heavy Losses by Fire in the Lumher Dis- 
trict of Ashland, Wss. — Big Fires 
in Canada. 


Ashland, Wis., Aug. 4.—A round million 
Oollars’ worth of property was destroyed 
by fire in the lumber district of this 
city to-day. The flames were checked, 
after three hours’ struggic,and before they 
feached the yalueble saw mills and ore 
Gocks along the yaterfront. 

At 1.30 p.m. the fire was discovered in 
ihe lumber yards of Barker & Stewart. 
dt spread rapidly to the Keystong Lumber 
€o.'5 yards, ond in a short time had de- 
Stroyed almost 60,090,000 feet of lumber, 
including six tramways. Carried by the 
sirong wind, the fire brands started a 
blaze In the lime, salt and cement dock, 
ope-quarter of a mile away. The rock 
burned like powder, It was a quarter of a 
mole long, and was econ reduced to ruins, 
together with o warehouse, containing 
thousands of dollars worth of merchandise 
and several miles of railroad track, 


Dynamite Was Used. 


Four thonsand pounds of dynamite was 
brought to the scene, and distributed all 
around the outer edge of the fire zoue. 
Files of lumber and scores of small buiid- 
lugs were blown into atoms, and after

JOHN J, WITHROW DEAD. 


Wenerary President of tho Toronto In- 
dustrial Assoolation Ill Only a Fow 
Hours—HMis Cureer. 


Toronto, Aug. 6.—Death came with 
great suddenness to Mr. John J. 
Withrow, the well-known honorary 
president of the Industrial Exhibi- 
{lon Association, last night, at the 
family residence, 27 Wilton Crescent. 
Mr. Withrow was out os usual on 
Saturday, and was evidently enjoy- 
ing the best of health. When he re- 
tired gn Saturday night he was ap- 
parently in the best of spirits. He 
arose yesterday morning at an early 
hour, as was his habit, and after 
partaking of breakfast, strolled about 
his home. About 9 o‘clock he was 
Bate y taken fil, at the time com- 
plaining of a pain in his head. He 
gradually grew worse, and despite 
all that physicians could do, he pass- 
ed away al 9 o‘clock in the evening. 

In the death of Mr. Withrow, Tor- 
onto has lost an old and highly re- 
spected citizen who will be greatly 
sed in business circles. One 
great institution that will ever per- 
petuate his memory is the Industrial 
Exhibition, of which he was one of 
the originators, When the Exhibi- 
tion was {maugurated, 52 years ago, 
he was elected {ts first president, a 
position which he occupied until last 
year, when he was reelected hono- 
rary president. 

With the demise of Mr. William 
Christie, Isx-Ald. R. G. Close, and 
now Mr. Withrow, death has laid a 
heavy hand on the Exhibition direc- 
torate in the past few weeks. 

The late John Jacob Withrow was 
of United Empire Loyalist descent, 
but a native of Toronto, where his 
father, James Withrow, for years 
was a contractor. The family came 
from Virginia after the war of Am- 
erican Independence, and at first set- 
tled in Nova Scotia, afterwards re- 
moving to Toronto. The deceased 
Was born in Toronto 67 years ago. 
He received his early education at 
the Toronto Academy after which he 
spent some time in an architect's 
office. Subsequently, he served a 
full course as a practical builder 
under his father, and, on his return 
from an extensive tour throughout 
the States, devoted himself exclu- 
sively to tho’ building and cOdntract- 
ing trade, becoming a member of the 
firm, Withrow & Hillock, contrac- 
tors. 

He served as an alderman at the 
City Council Board, and as unsuc- 
cessful candidate for the Mayoralty 
in 1885, being defeated by a narrow 
Margin. During his service as a 
public man he made an enviable re- 
cord for integrity and assiduous ad- 
herence to the interests of the people. 

In religion he was a Methodist. He 
leaves a widow His brother is the 
Rev. W. H. Withrow, author and 
journalist, Toronto.

Re River Obstruction. 


(To the Editor of Tha Post.) J 
Sir,—We are io-day in receipt of a 
communication from the Town Sol- 
icitor, notifying us that any obetruc- 
tion cf ihe channel that will stop 
or impede any passenger steamer will 
be promipily prosecuted. 

In explanation we beg to say that 
@ great deal of the trouble is caused 
ty the steamboat men themselves, in 
coming through the docks under a 
full head of steam, thereby loosening 
cribs, scows and Looms of logs. In ona 
instance a steamer tore a 0 ft, boom 
from the dock, breaking 2-in. elu pins 
and tie pieces pinned § and 15 feet 
from face of dock, thereby causing 
mill-owners expense and causing ob- 
Struction. The majority of the Icozse 
cribs, booms and scows are dua to the 
above cause, A mill-man may supoly 
himself with good snubbing lines but 
they are in a short time destroyed 
for the reason explained. 

If the steamboat men would come 
ikrough the docks ai a proper rate 
of epeed there would be little or no 
cause for compliini against tke mill- 
Ten. While, however, steamers have 
the right of way, and rightly so, it 
would be judicious on their purt and 
om the part of ths town authorities, 
to hamper the mill industries as little 
as possible, othenyise the owners of 
tha industries wili deem it unprotit- 
able ic carry on their business, let 
alone increasing it in any way. In 
effect it means a man’s time to the 
Rathbon Company’s mill.— Yours,

Chinese Attacked Tien Tsin. 


“On Aug. 1 a stroug force of Chinese 
from the native city attacked Tien Jen. 
By o sorleg of brilliant charges our troops 
Droke the enemy from thelr positions. The 
nutlye city Js still detiant, and (he alnes 
are unwilling to march troops tbru its 
strects, as this would mean an immense 
slaughter, When the Chineso saw so Jarge 
a body of troops marching westward, (ey 
apparently belleyved they would baye on 
eazy victory over those who were left”

London, Aug. 6,.—A special des- 
patch from Pretoria, dated Saturday, 
says: General Christian De Wet 18 
completely surrounded near Reitsberg 
and it is Impossible for his forces to 
escape through the strong British 
cordon. The Boers say thoy will 
make oa stand at Machadodorp. They 
are short of ammunition and food. 
General Hamilton, by the rapidity of 
his movements, prevents reinforce- 
ments reaching Commandant-General 
Botha. It appears that, after the 
train carrying United States Consul 
Stowe and flying the Stars and 
Stripes, was derailed at Honigsprult, 
south of Kroonstad, concealed Boers 
fired, killed four. Many residents 
of Pretoria have been sent into exile 
for having behaved cruelly or shame- 


fully to British sublects before or 
during the war. The terms of exile 
vary, in one instance reaching 25 
yoars. 


3,348 SURRENDERED. 


Gen. Hunter Reports That Namber, With 


3,046 Horses, Cuptared—lteport 
Thut Dewo! Ifun Been Killed, 


London, Aug. G.—Lord Roberts te- 
Iegraphs on Saturday to the War 
Office that Gen. Hunter reports that 
altogether 8,348 men have surren- 
dered to him. Gen. Hunter also se- 
cured 3,046 horses and six guns. 

Lord Roberts adds that Gen. Jan 
Hamilton, continuing his movement 
towards Kustenberg, engaged the 


Boers in the Magaliesberg range 
Thursday. 
Lieut.-Col. Rhodes and Major G. A. 


Williams were among the 41 British 
Wounded. 

The Boers left two dead and 
several badly wounded. 

Thursday night a train was derall- 
ed and attacked 20 miles south of 
Kroonstad, four men being killed 
and three wounded. Lord Algernon 
Lennox and 40 men were made pri- 
soners but released at the request of 
the American Consul-General, who 
was in the train. 

A Boer force was attacked by Gen.

Knox, near the railway 
Kroonstad, on Wednesday, Aug. 1, 
and left five wagons and a lot of 
cattle. 

A-despatch from Pretoria, dated 


Aug. 4, to a news agency here says : 
It is reported that Gen. Christian 
Dewet is dead from a shell wound. 
The report has not been confirmed. 
Other Moers -urrender. 

Fouriersberg, Aug. 4—There are 
2,500 Boer prisoners at Gen. Hunter's 
camp and 1,500 prisoners and 9 guns 
at Gen. Ian Hamilton's camp. There 
were about 5,000 in the Caledan Val- 
ley originally, but some refused to 
acquiesce in Gen. Prinsloo’s surrender 
and slipped away in the night. They 
have now sent in, asking for terms 
of surrender. It will take some days 
to ascertain the exact number. The 
Boers who excuse themselves for not 
fighting say they are in a hopeless 
condition. ‘fhe ravines were choked 
with waggons, which were placed in 
with wagons, which were placed in 
the most dangerous spots of the 
miles.

Mr. Thos. Conant, of Oshawa, who 
has travelled extensively and whose 
letters haye been gladly accepted by 
Moronto papers ap the expressions of 
a keen Observer and thinker, writes na 
follows to the Oshawa Reformer z 

Sir,—Having been in China, and al- 
eo having tried to keep my cyes open 
while there, perhaps a few words may 
ba pleasing and interesting to your 
readers at this juncture, when such 
terrible th'ngs are taking’ place there, 
Personally 1 do not believe all the 
trouble is due to missionaries. On 
the contrary I am fully of the belief 
{hat it's a war aguinsl while men in 
general. 

Ruseia has seized Manchuria which is 
supposed Lo have uboul 20 miltioag of 
people, and now with the missionaries, 
and their servants, and followers con- 
élantly before their eyes, they have 
become incensed at all of us. Just 
kindly dissbuse your minds for a m0o- 
ment as far og to take note of the fact 
that the Confucian relgion, as China 
has it, was founded at least 1,000 yeurs 
before the birth of our Saviour, and , 
consequently the founding of ciristian 
aeligion. And note this, too, that thie 
very old religion is still in existence 
to-day us is thein government, and | 
that their ideas of religion and govern- 
ment certainly deserve our respect. | 

Let us not be too one-sided. The 
Chinaman has hip side just us well 
as we hive, jihen if missionaries 
choose to go to China, as Lord Sal s- 
bury said in a recent speech, let them 
rely upon themselves and thew God. 
And more, too, Lord Salisbury says 
that missionaries in centuries past did 
not expect a gun bout Lo follow them | 
op and protect them. Now, China has 
told us most unreservedly that she does 
not want our missionaries, and we are} 
sorry for it. Sorry they wou’t receive} 
them, for we know they would be ben- ) 
efitted by them. 

But I honestly tell you, feilow Cana-' 
dians, that the universal testimony of 
ail travellers in the far East and Ch’na 
is that we are wasting our efforts in! 
eending m/ssionaries there. Never| 
yet hive 1 metia traveller, unless him- 
self a missionary, who has a differ- 
ent opinion to the one I haye expres- 
s6d. Good people who stay at hone 
and who have never been off this con- 
tinent tell us that “we are not fit 
1o judge, and that when we travel 
we see what we go to sxe.” t 

In answer I would remind you that 
fools generally never lravel far, and 
travellers in those regions know. far 
more than those at home who would 
tell us that we have not brains enough 
to observe. My observation is that 
medical missionaries are the most use- 
ful. I have of myself of 4 morning, 
seen a roomful of patients about 
the missionary asking for treatment 
for sore eyes, and, the good, miss onary, 
gives out the zinc ointment with no 
unsparing hind and good is doue. But 
I suppose the powers of Burope and 
(America wll force China, to still tol- 
erate our miss‘onaries. 

Russia I am afraid of. It has been 
my privilege to travel over Russia, in 
fact I have seen her at home and 
abroad. Civilization there is not ours, 
and they are our grealest enemies, and 
I am afraid, I repeat, of huge, Russia, 
By no manner of means do I want 
Russia to get any of China; Very 
Inuch 1 am opposed to the partition- 
ing of China. But if it bas to be par- 
titioned, Great Britain and the Unit- 
ed States, the only free nations in 
the world, I desire to see in possession.

CASE FOR THE CROWN 


Gerald Sifton’s Incriminating 
Statements in Evidence. 


DR. M'NEIVS STRONG EVIDENCE. 


Evidence that Strychnine Was Used 


When the Old Mau Was Dying of His 
Wounds—Prisoner Admits to Ed- 
car Morden that He Murdered 
ils Father—Is tho Pris- 


oner Sane? 


London, Aug. 2.—The belief that, 
if all the evidence sworn agajnst him 
is true, Gerald Sifton should be held 
on a charge of insanity instead of 


murder, has become a fixed convic- 
tion with many of thosp who heard 
the evidence in the case yesterday. 
Edgar Morden, the last of the three 
Morden witnerses, all of whom have 
! given direct testimony against the 
prisoner, was on the stand from the 
noon adjournment until Jate last 
night, and his evidence was the most 
important of the trio He swore 
that Sifton told him on one occasion 
that the fatuer had died through an 
accident, on another that his father 
had committed suicide, and again he 
declared that, with the assistance of 
ung man, Walter Herbert, had 


ered the elder Sifton. The evi- 
dence of the third Morden witness 


Was supplemented by that of Dr. 
McNeill, who swore that while the 
elder Sifton was on his deathbed he, 
as the attending physician, was ask- 
ed to administer strychnine to his 
patient, the offer being accompanied 
by the remark that money was of no 
consideration. Upon cross-examina- 
McNeill’s evidence was not 
materially affected, and he proved a 
strong Crown witness. The defence 
Was strengthened yesterday by the 
| entrance into the case of Mr. Edmund 
Meredith, who will be associated 
With Mr. McEvoy in the defence of 
Herbert. The counsel for the defence 
| Promise a strong case, but Inspector 
Murray has presented the strongest 
case for a preliminary examination 
that he has ever produced. 

The evidence of Alfred Sifton was 
concluded by his cross-examination 
by Mr. Hellmuth. The answers of 
| the witness showed that he and his 
sister were with the dying man dur- 
ing the afternoon before death, and 
that there was little opportunity for 
Gerald to enter the room. The wit- 
ness was closely questioned regard- 
ing the convulsive twitchings of the 
deceased before his death, and then 
the bloody axe and the bricks upon 
Which Br. Sifton was supposed to 
have fallen were produced and put in 
as exhibits. 


Dr. SMeNeill’« Story. 


Dr. McNeil was then called, and, 
told the story of Gerald Sitton’s ar- 
rival at his house on the morning of 
June 80. Gerald said; ‘‘Father has 
been terribly hurt. I want you to 
come over. He may be dead when 
we get there,’ The witness handed 
Gerald his surgical case to take back 
to the farm in his single-seated bug- 
gy, and rode on his own Dicycle in 
g haste to the farm. At‘ the 
| ho he found a nuniber “of people 
| gathered around the dying man. Mr. 
| Sifton was breathing heavily, and 
s dying. Dr. McNeil had forgot- 
ten his hypodermic ringe, and went 
| back to his home for it. Returning, 
ha sent out for some whisky, and 
injected Some of it into the patient's 
body. The patient was lying on his 
back on a couch. Blood had trickl- 
ed down his face and dried, and the 
hair was saturated with blood, 
| which had clotted there. He did not 
see dny blood on the collar or tie, 
or the lapels of the coat, but the 
back of the man’s coat was soaked 
half way doyn. 

As Dr. McNiell was dressing the 
Wounds on the head, Gerald Sifton, 
who was in the room, broke out and 
Said, ‘‘My poor father! my poor fa- 
ther! How I wish you could Speak 
fo me once more!” This was the 
first time he had seen Gerald in the 
house. Gerald then asked the doctor 
if he had anything to relieve the fa- 
ther's sufferings, and the doctor ans- 
red in the affirmative, saying that 
he had morphia. he body twitched 
} again, and Gerald said: ‘My poor 
father, my poor father! How I Wish 
I could help you!" A few moments 
later Gerald asked the doctor {f he 
had anything that would put an end 
to his father's sufferings’ ond the 
doctor replied that the patient was 
unconscious and that an opiate was 
unnecessary. Then Gerald answered: 
“If you have not, I have. I havo 
strychnine. If money {s any consid- 
eration.’* 

In continuing his evidence, Dr. 
McNiell said: “With that I put my 
| hand to h{s mouth and stopped him. 
| I said, ‘money was no consideration,’ 
I repeated that, and sald that no- 
thing was required for the father ; 
that he was unconscfous, and that 
he would soon be dead. 

“What opinion did you then hold 
as to the possibility of Joseph Sif 
Von ever speaking again?’* asked’ the 
Crown Attorney. - i 

“IT did not think that he would | 
over speak again, but up to that 
ttme I had rot expressed this opin- 
lon.” 

Before the witness left the housa 


| tion Dr 


he found Gerald alone, and said to 
him; ‘Was this on accident?’’ to 
Which Gorald replied: ‘‘Yes, purely 
an accident.’ Gerald then told the 
story of his father’s death. “He 
told me,’’ said Dr. McNeill, “that 
he was knocking boards off the side 
of the barn, when he split one of 
them: His father came out and 
said: ‘I won't have you destroying 
my barn in that manner. Como 
down out of there and I'll knock the 
boards off myself.’ I asked him if he 
had seen his father striko the blow 
at the bonrd or if he had seen him 
fall, and ho said that he had not, al- 
though he heard the blow, and then 


he said that Walter Herbert- the 
hired man, was withih 20 fect of 
him when tho father fell, and that 


Horbert had told him that the old 
man had taken the axe in both hands 
and had struck one board a tremend- 


ous blow. The bonrd gave way and 
the old man fell through the open- 
ing."” 

SAvhy did you ask Gerold if the 
fall was an accident?” asked Mr. Ma- 
gee. 

"Well, I inust say that I was sus- 
picious, as Gerald had told mo about 
the strychnine,’ returned the wit- 
ness. 

Later in the day, when the doctor 
ordered some hot water, it became 
nocgssary to cut some wood. Gerald 
said: “I'll have to go out and get 
the axe,"' and the doctor replied: 
“No, you won't touch tho axe.’ 
Then, when the son was away, the 
witness went out to the barn and 
looked around casually. He saw the 
blood-stained bricks and axe. The 
axo lay some three or four feet. from 
the bricks, and he picked them up 
and gave them into the custody of 
John Sifton, who hid them in the 
stable. 

“Did you leave any instructions at 
the Sifton house when you Jeft?’* 

“Yes; I said that Joseph Sifton 
Was not to be left alone; that Gerald 
Sifton was not to be left an instant 
alone with his father.”* 

The witness, in going on to de 
scribe in detail the wounds which he 
found on Mr. Sifton’s head, said that 
there was a wound two inches long 
midway between the centre of the 
scalp and the ear, on the right side, 
running from the front to the back. 
At the back end of the wound there 
was a slight turn, and the wound 
Was abrased. 

At this point the court adjourned 
for luncheon. 


About the Second Will. 


On Wednesday, July 11, Dr. Mc- 
Neill was called to see Gerald Sif- 
ton, who was ill, and Sifton began to 
talk about a second will, supposed 
to be in the possession of Edgax 
Morden. Sifton said he did not thin 
there was anything in the will, that 
it was a bluff. Dr. McNeill sympa- 
thized with Sifton, who said Morden 
had been at the house two or three 
times without mentioning the will, 
and had spoken of it on the last 
visit. Sifton thought the document 
Was a forgery, and Dr, MeNeill toid 
him not to bother about it, because 
if it was not genuine Morden would 
be afraid to produce it. If it was 
genuine, however, the doctor said 
~the sooner it was produced the bet- 
ter. Sifton remarked that it was 
a strange thing for his father to 
Want to marry Mary MacFarlane af- 
ter professing religions for forty 


years, and killing his first two 
wives. He produced a note, and 
showed his father’s signature, and 


said that he would compare it with 
the one in the second will. On July 
23 Sifton told the doctor that he had 
been to ses Edgar Morden, and Mor- 
den had agreed to take $500 to have 
the will destroyed. Dr. McNeill in- 
quired if the will was genuine. “Oh, 
yes,’’ replied Sifton. “Did your 
father draw it up and sign it?” asked 
ane doctor. Sifton replied that he 
id.

Morden, who 1s a well-known farmer 
near St. John’s, spoke first of his 
acquaintance with Gerald Sifton, 
Whom he safd he saw at his second 
cousin's, James Morden, at 1 
o‘clock on Friday, June 29, the night 
before Joseph Sifton’s death. This 
was the nfght on which the prisoner 
fs alleged to have offered James Mor 
den $1‘000 to kill his father, and the 
evidence of this witness was largely 
corroborative of that given by his 
second cousin the other day. His 
cross-exam{natfon will take place 
this morning.

Mr. Hellmuth, Gerald Sifton’s coun- 
sel, in cross-examining Edgar Morden 
indicafed the existance of o plot 
among the Mordens to get the money 
from Gerald, and, having fafled, they 
S6ught to drag him into trouble. Ed- 
gar Morden admitted haying: had con- 
versations with his cousins, James 
and Martin, but denied that they 
Were concocting a story. 

Mr. Hulmeath suggested that the 
three Mordens were trying to draw 
from the occused a stntement that 
would implicate him, and witness 
soid all he did was to tell Martin 
to go and see Gerald, as agreed. 

“You wanted him to go and see 
about the will, did you not, or was 
that story of Martin’s made out of 
whole cloth?” 

No answer. 

“Didn’t you tell Martin to try and 
get an offer for the will?’’ 

“Well, yes I did,”’ came the admis- 
sion. “I said to him, see what offer 
Gerald will make to you regarding 
the will. These were the very words. 

“Why did you want him to make 
an offer?’’ 

“T did not want him to make onv,"" 
said Morden, who was getting rat- 
fled. 

“Why, you told us so.’” 

“No, I did not.”” (Laughter). 

Then the witness weakened, and 
made the somewhat extraordinary 
declaration that his object in getting 
Martin to procure an offer from the 
prisoner was to find out something 
about Mary McFarlane. Morden was 
still in the box at-noon adjournment. 

The crossexamination of Edgar 
Morden occupied five hours, and the 
defence were not then through with 
the witness. No new points were 
elicited in the cross-examination. 
Morden was not shaken in his testi- 
mony in any particular! The witness 
admitted having given all the assist— 
ance within his power to Provincial 
Detective Murray in fastening the al- 
leged crime on the prisoners. 

ifton maintains a calm demeanour 
but at times appears worried.

THE NEW KING PROCLAIMED. 


Proclamation From the Queen Regent 
Annourees the Ascension. 

Rome, July 81.—A proclamation 
from the Queen Regent has arrived, 
announcing the ascension of the new, 
King, and stating that Parliament 
will be conyoked after the funeral.

Paris, Aug. 3.—An attempt on the 
life of the Shah of Persia, Muraffer- 
Ed-Din, was made yesterday morning 
A man broke’ through a Mne of police 
men, os the Shah was Jeaying his 
apartments and tried to mount the 
royal carriage step. He held a re 
volver in his hand, but as soon as 
his intention was devined the police | 
disarmed him before he was able 
to fire. 

At the police station the man ex- 
pressed regret that he had been un- 
able to carry out his intention. He 
said: ‘‘This is an affair between me 
and my conscience.’” 

When the man jumped upon the 
royal carriage step in one hand he 
geld a cane, which he raised as 
though to strike, but this movement 
was only intended to hide the real 
purpose. In the other hand he held 
a revolver. 

The attempted assassination then 
came to an end, for the Grand Vizier 
struck the weapon from the man’s 
hand, and at the same time officers 
caught his arm from behind and 
overpowered him~ je 

A crowd of 500 people witnessed 
the attempted assassination, and at 
once made a rush towards the would- 
be-murderer. The police, acting as 
guards of the Shah, however, prevent- 
ed the mob from doing violence to 
the miscreant. The prisoner was tak- 
en to the police station. 

Yesterday afternoon the Shah car- 
ried out his: program for a trip down 
the Seine to Versailles. 

The would-be assassin declines ab- 
solutely to give his name or nation- 
ality. He speaks but little, and that 
with a southern accent. The police 
believe him to be an Italian. He is 
about 26 years of age, has chestnut 
colored hair, a large mustache, and 
blue-grey eyes. He was dressed in a 
blouse and wide trousers, the usual 
clothes of a carpenter. In his pocket 
were found an ugly knife and a hand- 
kerch{ef marked “128th Regiment In- 
fantry.” 

When this was discovered the man 
said: “That will not afd you in your 
enquiries concerning my identity.” 

To some officials of the household 
of the Shah who tried to interrogate 
him, the prisoner said: ‘“Your master 
will do well to resign; otherwise we 
will kill him.” 

An eye-witness of the attempted as— 
Sassination says the courage of the 
Shah was remarkable. He acted with 
perfect coolness, and was among the 
first to seize his would-be murderer, 
holding him with both hands until 
the man was thrown to the ground 
by the police. 

When the man had been led away, 
he reseated himself in his carriage 
and quietly spoke in Persian to the 
Grand Vizier. Then the carriage pro- 
ceeded to the Alexander Il bridge, ! 
where a boat was taken for Sevres. 

‘The pistol carried by the would-be 
murderer was of the bulldog type, 
loaded with five cartridges. When the 
police seized the man he tried to 
break away, shouting: “To my as- 
sistance, friends" Then he quieted 
dowm and permitted himself to be 
taken off. 

When the knife was found on his 
Person an officer remarked, ‘You al- 
so had a knife,”” to which the man

CHINESE JUGGLING. 


Correspondent 


Sensationul Shanchui 
Charzes Tampering With the Dates 
on the Messuces. 


London, Aug. 1—(4 a. m.)—A 
sensational Shanghai correspondent 
still hints that the Chinese are jug- 
gling with dates, but, in iace of the 
constantly accumulating evidence, 
(Mat tne Mmisters were safe on Jury 
22, and despite the omission from 
all the despatches of anxiously de- 
Sired information regarding the real 
situation, political and otherwise at 
Pekin, there are very few in London 
who do not believe the despatches 
genuine and reliable. 


The allies now confront a most 
difficult and dangerous problem. 
Without doubt the Ministers are 


held by the Chinese as hostages, and 
the outcome of the advance on Pe- 
kin, which, in all probability, has 
already begun, will be awaited with 
intense anxiety. To-day’s despatches 
show that the allies, notably the 
Japanese, have been pushing their 
preparations with feverish haste, or- 
Ganizing a service of pack carts, 
trains and junks. 

It is reported from Berlin that 
Lieut.-Gen. Von Lessel, commanding 
the German forces in China, who 
Emperor William has just promoted 
to the rank of general commanding 
an army corps, has been selected as 
commander-in-chief of the allied for- 
ces, F 

The Chinese are strongly entrench- 
ed at Wangisung, from which posi- 
tion, however, they can be ejected 
without great difficulty. The dang- 
er is that if defented there the Chi- 
nese will retire on Pekin and put the 
remainder of the Europeans to death. 
It is possible that the advance of 
the allies will be the signal for the 
Chinese authorities to compel ell for- 
eigners to quit the capital, in which 
event they might become the prey 
of the fanatical Boxers, 

The feeling of thé newspapers here 
‘sp that nothing whatever should now 
delay the advance and that no ne- 
gotiations of any kind should be 
countenanced, until the allied troopg 
reach Pekin and aésfire themselves 
regarding the fate of the foreigners.

London, Aug. (3.55 a. m.)— 
According to a special despatch from 
Shanghai, dated Aug. 3, the udvanc- 
ing colunin of the allies was repurted 
yesterday to have reached a point 35 
miles beyond ‘Tien Lsin. Nothing 
from any other point corrobordtes 
this statement. In fact, The Stand- 
ard goes so far as to say, that it 
fears the real advance, opart from 
preliminary measures, has not yet 
begun. 

Tien Tsin despatches, dated July 
30, tell of an action Which is term- 
ed a “‘reconaissénce between the Ja- 
panese and Chinese,’’ two miles be- 
yond the Hsiku arsenal, in which the 
Japanese withdrew, after suffering 
30 casualties. 

The Tien Tsin correspondent of 
The Standard, under date of July 
27, declares that the Americans and 
Germans haye been ordered to move 
forward, without waiting for the 
British. 

A Cho Foo special, dated Aug. 1,

“Tf I have been gnuilty,’’ he ex- | 
claimed, ‘regarding the insufficient 
colonial defences, the military auth- 
orities have been ten times more 
guilty. I delayed calling out the vol- 
unteers, until the invasion of the col- 
ony compelled it. I was not awere 
at that time of the weakness of the 
Imperial force. 

He vigorously denied the existence 
of an Afrikander conspiracy, declar- 
ing that sympathy with the Boers 
did not mean disloyalty, providing 
due allegiance was maintained. Mr.

KRUGER RUINS MANY BOERS 


Floated Republican Paper Money on 
False Pretences. 


Pretoria, Tuesday, July 31—wMrs. 
Botha was the guest of Lord Roberts 
at dinner yesterday evening. 

The Boer animosity to President 
Kruger grows on account of the fact 
that he and his officials are persuad- 
ing the people that South African 
Republic paper money is as good as 
Bank of England notes, because it is 
based upon inalienable state secur 
ties, even though the state should be 
conquered. As the English have not 
recognized this contention, many 
burghers have been ruined and’ inut- 
terably misery prevails. The ‘wives 
and children of the poorer Boers are 
almost starving. 

Gen. Botha’s force is kept together 
by extraordinary inventions. This 
correspondent has seen an official cir- 
cular, asserting that Lord Roberts 
Was forced to retreat south of the 
Vaal, and that Lady Roberts escaped 
in a balloon. 

Tocra Retreating to Lydenburg. 

Lorenzo Marquez, Aug. 2—The 
Boers haye evacuated Machadodorp, 
and, it is reported, are preparing to 
retreat to Lydenburg, to’ which place 
they have conipleted telegraphic com- 
munication. 

Kipling on the Hospitals, 

London, Aug. 2—Mr. Rudyard Kip- 
ling, testifying before the South Afri- 
can Hospital Enquiry Commission to- 
day, said he found little fault gener 
ally, except with the Woodstock Hos- 
pital at Cape Town. This, he said, 
Was unspeakable. It was horribly 
foul and drains ran to it. 

Seven Miles of Wagons. 


London, Aug. 2.—A correspondent 
With Gen. Hunter's force at Slap 
krahz say: 

“The Winburg and Senekal com- 
mandoes are now arriving, about 600 
men. Gen. Roux has arrived, and also 
the commandant of the Wepener's 
command. Tt will take days to get 
all in, There is a continuous stream 
of wagons for seven miles up the 
valley road, All the leaders have 
surrendered.

Shanghai and Paris Advices 
Make the Statement. 


TO BE ACCEPTED WITH RESERVE 


Detatls of the Advance of the Allies on 
the Chinese Capital Official Despatches 
Recelved at London and Washing- 
ton—Report of Kear Admiral 
Brace—Mr. Brodrick 
Hopefal 


London, Aug. 16—Rear-Admiral 
Bruce, telegraphing from Taku to the 
British Admiralty, says: 

“Have received the following from 
the general at Ho Si Wu, Aug. 10: 

“The troops are distant about 27 
miles from Pekin. They experienced 
little opposition. A position had 
been prepared by the enemy, but as 
the allfes advanced they fled. The 
Tartar cavalry was charged by two 
squadrons of Bengal Lancers. Many 
of the former were killed. 

“The standards of Gens. Ma and 
Sung were captured. The troops are 
much exhausted by the heat, but 
their health and spirits are otherwise 
e Jent.*” 

A second despatch, dated Ho Sf 
Wu, Aug. 11, says: “The advance 
may be somewhat delayed, as rain is 
falling.” 


ALLIES AT PEKIN. 


An Unconfirmed Shanghai Despatch to 
The Daily Express. 

London, Aug. 16—3.50 a. m.— 
The allies are reported to have reacn— 
ed Pekin Monday, says the Shanghal 
correspondent of The Daily Ex- 
press, Wiring yesterday. He adds: 
“Chinese official news confirms this 
statement, but without details.”” 

A Paris message repeats this, but 
the statement, especially as it emin- 
ates from Shanghai, must be acceot- 
ed with considerable reserve. 

Other London morning papers, bas— 
ing their remarks upon Washington 
despatches, which, with the excep— 
tion of the foregoing from Shanghai, 
from the latest news regarding the 
advance, are divided in opinion, some 
believing that the allies must have 
reached Pekin, and others preferring 
to believe the relief will not be ac— 
complished until the end of the week. 

Telegraphing from Yanktsun, Aug, 
6, a Daily Mail correspondent says: 
r Alfred Gaselee hopes to keep the 
enemy running, and to follow him 
right into Pekin.’’ 

An Ping was occupied without fir- 
ing a shot, according to a despatch 
to The Daily Express from that 
place, dated Aug. 11. 

“Tt is believed,’’ the message adds, 
“that Generals Tung Fuh Siang, Ma 
and Chung are entrenching 40,000 
strong at Tungchan.’’ 

The allies may avoid Tungchan, 
pursuing the route northwest from 
Changkie Wan. Tunchau appears to 
be about 12 miles from Pekin. 

A despatch to the same paper from 
Shanghai, dated yesterday, says that 
the officials profess to be willing to 
band over the foreign Ministers, their 
families and servants, but will not 
permit the departure of native Chris- 
tians.

Li Hung Chang of its willingness to

John Brodrick, Under Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, speaking 
last evening at a Primrose League 
fete, said the Government was not 
Without hope that the legations in 
Pekin would shortly be relieved. He 
added that the Government consider- 
ed the situation more satisfactory 
than it was a few days ago. 

Referring to the landing of British

IN THE PANTHEON, 


King Uumbert's Remains Deposited 
‘Therein With Kingly Pomp-Grand 
Musio by Mascagni. 


Rome, Aug. 10—With os much 
simplicity as the last rites to a mon- 
arch would permit, the body of tho 
late King Humbert of Italy was Iaid 
to rest in the Pantheon here yester- 
day. Vast crowds of people, uncoy- 
ered and silent, ¥ dd) the cortege 
along the sirects leading to the 
place of senilchre. The casket, 
borne on a gun-crrriage, 8 pre- 
ceded by the Jate King’s general aid 
de camp, carrying the dead man’s 
sword, followed by Wumbert’s favor- 
{te war horse in black caparison and 
surrounded by those who had been 
closest to him in councils of state. 
Rome was a mass of sombre decor- 
ation, 

The funeral train which left Monza 
on Wednesday, accomylanied by the 
Duke of Aosta, the Count of Turin, 
and the Duke of Oporto, arrived here 
at 6.20 a. m. yesterday. Immed{ate- 
ly after that hour the funeral pro- 
cession began to form, 

Ten non-commissioned officers of 
Cujrassiers carried the casket con- 
taining the remains from the funeral 
train to the large hall of the rail- 
road station, which had been trans- 
formed {nto a chapel, hung with sa- 
ble draperies with gold ornamenta- 
tion. The first chaplain of the court, 
assisted by a number of priests, pro- 
nounced the absolution, and the cor- 
tege started for the Pantheon, where 
rest the remains of King Victor 
Emmanuel I, The immense space 
surrounding the railroad station was 
entirely filled with people, and as the 
casket was borne inijo the open air 
all uncovered and remained barehead- 
ed whilo the procession was in Ww. 
After the casket had been placed on 
a gun-carrlage, King Vigtor Exman- 
uel III. took his place Hf the eas of 
the princes and diplomats who fol- 
lowed the remains. 

When the casket reached the Pan- 
theon ten non-commissioned officers 
of Cuirassiers lifted it from the gun- 
carriage and carried it into the 
church, “It was raised to the top of 
a catafalque surmounted by a wreath 
of ron, and on it was placed the 
helmet and pword of King Humbert. 

So touched by the scene were many 
of the spectators that their emotion 
hecame plainly audible within the 
stilled church.

Mr. G. H. Hopkins has had printed 
for free distribution >y the authority 
of the council of Sturgeon Pont, the 
following rules, which are very use- 
ful to the unskilled ia resuscitation, 
and will serve a long-felt want al the 
Point. These notices should be plac- 
ed freely al convenient poiuts along 
the river as well : 

If no sign of life can’ be observed, 
nor the heart’s action heard, Jay the 
patient flat on the back andi place a 
rol! of clothing under the shoulder 
blades. Immediately release all tight 
clothing round the neck and chest, 
especially the brices or corsets, and at 
once proceed to clear the mouth and 
ihroat, To do this, turn the patient's 
face dowmayards, the head resting on 
one of the arms, und wipes the mouth 
and nostrils. Replace the patient on 
the back, and place the roll of clothing 
under the shoulder blades. Draw the 
tongue formvard, and keep il project~ 
ing beyond the lips by fastening it 
in position with a piece of handker- 
chief or string under the chin. Kneel- 
ing at-patient’s head, lean forward 
and grasp the arms below thei elbows, 
draw them steadily upwards at full 
Jength above the level with the head. 
Having held the arms in this position 
for about lwo seconds carry them back 
to the body, folding them on each side, 
and press them firmly aga‘nst the sides 
and front of the chest fon about two 
seconds. These movements must be re- 
peated carefully and deliberately about 
fifteen times a minute, and persevered 
with unti] natural respiration is estab- 
lished, upen which ceasa to imitate 
breathing, and proceed to induce cir- 
culation and warmth. After natural 
breathing has been restored rub the 
limbs upwards with firm! pressute, us- 
ing handkerchiefs, flannels, ete.

London, Aug. 7.—Lord Roberts re- 
ports to the War Office, under date of 
Pretoria, August 6, as follows: 

“TTarrismith surrendered on August 
4. The neighboring country seems to 
be quiet. Kitchener is with the force 
south of the Vaal River. He was 
joined yesterday by o strong detach- 
ment of Brabant’s Horse and the Ca- 
nadian Regiment. The Boers attack- 
ed the garrison at Bland’s River on 
the morning of August 4,  Informa- 
tion was sent to Carrington, who 
Was on his way to Eland’s River. 
Ian Hamilton, who reached Rusten- 
burg yesterday, reported hearing fir- 
ing in the direction of Bland’s River. 
To-day the firing seems more distant, 
which looks as if tho Hland’s River 
garrison had been relieved and was 
retiring towards Zeeruct."’ 

Col. Otter's Cablo. 


Ottawa, Aug. S—A cable from 
Lieut-Col. Otter, dated yesterday, 
says that the corps is moving to 
Wolverlock. 

Kruger Wants to Surrender. 

Pretoria, Aug. 8. — It is stated 
positively that President Kruger 1s 


Willing and anxious to surrender,

Harrissmith Captured. 

Cape Town, Aug. 7.—Railway com- 
munication with Natal has been re- 
established by General Macdonald's 
capture of Harrismith. Heavy fight- 
ing at Blond’s River commenced on 
Sunday and continued Monday. No 
details are obtainable, but it is be- 
lieved that General Carrington and 
General Ian Hamilton relleved the 
garrison at Rustenberg, which is re- 
tiring to Zeerust. 


STRATHCONA'S TRAPPED. 


Sergeant of Strathcona Horse Shot Dend 
When Answering a Call of Surrender 
Near Standerton. 


London, Aug. 8.—A party of Boers 
near Standerton notified the English 


officers commanding at Waterval Sh 
their willingness to surrender. Fif- 
teen of the Strathcona Horse were 


sent to accept the submission of the 
officer in charge. When the Strath- 
conas approached the rendezvous, in 
extended order, the Boers opened fire. 
A sergeant, who had raised a troop 
in Canada, rallied his men. Doing so, 
lhe rode among the Boers, who de- 
manded him to surrender. 

“Nevyer!"’ cried the sergeant, who, 
while turning his horse, was shot 
dead. The Canadians lost two dead

three killed and 10 severely wounded 
in a rear guard action near Kroon- 
stad with the Mounted Infantry.

London, Aug, 10.—The following 
report, dated Aug. 8, hag been re 
ceived from Lord Roberts: 

“Witehener was informed yesterday 
by an escaped British prisoner that 
Dewet'’s wagons had crossed the 
Vaal. Afterwards I heard the sound 
of guns, which I think must have 
been Methuen’s, as I directed him to 
take up a position between Potchef- 
stroom and Lindique, where ha could 


intercept the enemy who crossed the 
river at Dewetsdrift. Kitchener is 
crossing the Vaal with cavalry and 


mounted infantry. 

“unter reports that he made 4,- 
140 prisoners in the Bethlehem-Har- 
rismith district, a majority of whom 
are now en route for Cape Town. 
Three guns and 4,000 horses wero 
captured, and ten wagon loads of 


ammunition, and 195,000 rounds of 
ammdnition were destroyed. 
“The garrison at Eland’s River,

The Canadians Complain. 


London, Aug. 10.—Various com- 
plaints ore published in the mopn- 
ing papers from the Canadians in- 
yolided to England from South Africa 
regarding the lack of arrangements 
for their comfort and the delay in 
sending them home. 

The Morning Leader says: ‘‘The Ca- 
nadians inyalided who sailed from 
Liverpool for Montreal yesterday by 
the Allan Liner Parisian expressed 
their disappointment at the neglect 
of the military authorities in Liver- 
pool. They said that having oxperi- 
enced the life of the British soldier 
under British officers, they had re 
solved to stay at home and to mind 
thelr own business in the future. 
Moreover, they promised to lay the 
facts before the Canadian Miristers 
on board the Parisian.’’ 


Strathcona Man Dead’ 


London, Aug. 10.—The War Office

The Boer Delegates in Berlin. 


Berlin, Aug. 10—The Foreign Of-

HELP FOR BRYAN. 


Story That Kruger Is Giving Democratic

Kruger is contributing to the elec- 
tion expenses of Mr. Bryan between 
half and three-quarters of a million 
sterling.

ELEVEN INSTANTLY KILLED. 


Frightful Accident to an Omnibus Party 
at a Level Crossing. 


Slatington, Pa., Aug. {3.—Fleven 
persons were instantly killed ard 11 
others, several of whom will die, 
Were seriously injured atcut 5 
o'clock yesterday afternoon in a grade 
crossing aciident three miles east of 
this city, by a passenger train on the 
Lehigh & New England Wailroad 
crashing into an omnibus containing 
25 persons. All the dead and injured 
were in the omnibus, and bul three 
escaped uninjured. The ovinibus was 
returning to Slatington from ao fun- 
eral at Cherrysville, and the dead 
and injured were nearly all relatives 
of Sophia Schoefler, at wiose obse- 
quies they had been present. 


Young Girl Terribly Burned. 


Peterboro, Aug. 13.—Friday even- 
ing the fifteen-year-old daughter of 


Patrick Quinlan, a Druro farmer, 
near town, was serlously, if not fa- 
tally, burned while lighting the kit 
chen fire, Being alone in the house, 


she rushed out flaming to the barn, 
where her father and mother were. 
Sho was horribly burned before the 
father, Who was also severely burn- 
ed, extinguished the burning cloth- 
ing. Meanwhile-the house hed taken 
fire, and with its contents was tot- 
ally destroyed. It was very lightly 
Insured. The girl was removed to 
St. Joseph's Hospital here, and her 
recovery is doubtful.

Joseph Sifton’s Fiancee Cor- 
roborates Edgar Morden Story. 


OLD MAN WAS DULY WARNED, 


Joseph Sifton Was Told That His Son, 
Gerald, Was in a Dangerous Mood— 
Visited at Morden's — Gerald In- 
viled His Futher Out on tho 
Morning of the 
Tragedy. 


London, Ont., Aug. 10.—The trial 
of Gernid Sifton and Walter Herbert, 
charged with the murder of Joseph 
Sifton of Arva, was resumed yester- 
day morning. 

Dr. McNeil of Arva was the first 
Witness called. He gave < complete 
denial to the prisoner's story told 
to Rey. Mr. Cooper of Arva, that for 
$1,000 he had consented not to hold 
an inquest on the remains cf de 
ceased. The doctor was corroborat- 
ed by his wife, who said she  inter- 
view between her husband and the 
prisoner on the day following the 
tragedy was very brief, insteud of 
lasting two hours. She overheard 
her husband tell the prisoner that if 
any circumstances arose to warrant 
it, an inquest would be held, and 
Gerald said: ‘‘Certainly, certainly.” 

In crossexamination Dr. McNeil 
said he had told Joseph Winters to 
go to Arva and find out any suspi- 
cious circumstances he could, for the 
purpose of holding an inquest. 

Dr. McNeil also denied telling Rev. 
Mr. Cooper that two brothers of de- 
ceased were suspicious and wanted an 
inquest. 

wo farmers named Richard Lam- 
bourin and James Armstrong were 
also witnesses yesterday morning, 
They were at the elder Siftons the 
morning of the tragedy between 8 
and 9 o'clock. MLambourin said Wal- 
ter Herbert pointed out the cpenfn 
in the end of the barn through aorad 
he said the old man fell. Herbert 
tried to explain how the deceased fell 
on the ax, but he was so excited and 
cried s0 much witness could not un- 
derstand him. 

Armsfrong corroborated 
bourin’s testimony, but added the 
most important testimony of the 
morning. He said Herbert placed tha 
ax edge upwards, and explained that 
deceased had fallen on it in this 
Way. Witness saw two pools of 
blood where the deceased had fallen. 
One of the pools was six inches in 
diaineter, and another somewhat 
smaller was a foot or more further 
away from the barn. There was 
some blood on the head of the ax 
near the eye. 

Mary McFarlane, the intended wife 
of the late Joseph Sifton, and whose 
presence in the case furnishes to thd 
Crown a motive for the alleged mur- 
der of Sifton by his s= Gerald, was 
the only witness on the stand at the 
session of the court yesterday after- 
noon. A great deal of interest cone 
tres in her story, and, despite the 
intense heat, the court room was 
filled. 

Prior to June 30 last, witness had 
been employed at Gerald Sifton’s. 
She was engaged to marry the de- 
ceased, Joseph Sifton, at 5 o'clock 
on the afternoon following the trag- 
edy, the engagement having been 
made two months previously. On 
the evening of June 29, witness told 
the prisoner she was to be married 
the next day to his father, and Ger- 
ald replied that it was all right. He 
asked if there was anything wrong, 
and she said there was. 

The witness corroborated Edgar 
Morden, who said that on the even- 
ing preceding the tragedy he met 
witness and deceased driving in a 
buggy, and warned them that their 
lives were in danger. WitneSs ..was 
going to leave the buggy, but Mor- 
dsn told her not to, as if she did 
she might never again see Sifton 
alive. Morden told them they should 
get of the country, Finally all three 
Went toward Morden’s. On the tray 
Si.ton stopped Morden, who was 
riding a wheel, and asked what was 
the trouble. Deceased asked if some 
of the witness’ friends were after 
them, and Morden said it was  Sif- 
ton’s son. 

At Morden’s witness slept until 5 
o'clock next morning, and saw noth- 
ing of the making of the second will. 
Next morning deceased told her to 
prepare for the wedding at 9 o'clock 
a. m., and talked of the plans to do 
away with him. He did not believe 
Gerald would kill him, but tho 
he might get some one to do it. 
ceased wanted Mary to stay with 
him all the time. 

Half an hour after Sifton and wit- 
ness arrived at the former's place, 
Gerald walked in, aad said he had 
come to put up the hay rack. The old 
man Was upstairs at the time, and 
called down that, as ho was not feel- 
Ing well, he would not do any work 
that day. The prisoner answered 
that Walter Herbert Was with him, 
and that if the deceased would come 
out and show what had to bo done, 
they would try to get along without

hini. Gerald’s face was very white, 
and his eyes were red. 
Witness shook her head at the de- 


ceased, because she was alarmed, but 
Sifton told her not to be afraid; that 
he wwoulg not go near them.

Mary a roll of bills, and a Watch 


for a present, but she handed the 
money back. She had not seen or 
heard of the money since. In 20

She met 
Walter Herbert at the gate, and was 
told by him that tho old man had 
fallen out of the barn, and had been 
killed. Witness threw up her hands 
and said, ‘Oh, Walter, you have 
done it." and the boy answered 
“Oh, Mary; do not say that."

INVESTIGATION 


Although She Contradicted Her Own Tes- 
timony, She Was Evidently Desirous 
of Telling the Truth and in the 


Main Held to Her Direct Evi- 
dence -A Tired Witness’ Mis- 
take. 


London, Aug, 11.—Miss Mary Mc- 
Farlane, who, on her examination 
in chief on-Thursday gave strong 
testimony for the Crown, in the 
course of a long and clever cross- 
examination by Mr. Meredith and 
Mr. Helimuth yesterday wos o very 
willing witness for the defence in 
the Sifton murder case. She was 
again the only witness of the day, 
and for eight hours she answered 
the questions of the counsel for the 
defence and the Crown with appar- 
ently the intention of telling the 
whole truth. he strain upon her 
in the stifling heat of the courtroom 
was great, and at times she became 
confused in her answers, but with 
the exception of several minor con- 
tradictions of Edgar Morden’'s ovi- 
dence sho told the same story that 
she gave the Crown Attorney upon 
her examination in chief. She ts the 
last of the three important wit- 
nesses offered by the Crown, and as 
the investigation is drawing to a 
close the general opinion is that an 
exceedingly strong case has been 
made out, and the committal of the 
prisoners for trial on the charge of 
murder {is conceded. 

In view of the terrible heat the in- 
vestigation has been, at the request 
of the counsel for the defence, post- 


poned until Tuesday next. Miss 
McFarlane's evidence has been com- 
pleted. Mr. Meredith began her 
crossexamination yesterday morn— 
ing. Miss McFarlane said she 
would be twenty-two years of 


age next December, and that she had 
lived at home all her life, until she 
went to serve at Gerald Sifton’s. 
Martin Morden was employed on the 
Sifton farm when she became em- 
ployed there about two years ago, 
and they were soon engaged to be 
married. The wedding was to have 
taken place next spring, and this fact 
was . generally known. ‘She became 
engaged to Joseph Sifton about two 
months before his death. During 
that time Martin Marden often came 
to the Sifton house, and she allowed 
him to believe that their engagement 
still held good. She went to garden 
parties and picnics, and had talked 
of going to Toronto with him on an 
excursion, having agreed to go with 
him if she were permitted to leave. 
It was in the spring that Martin first 
broached the subject of the excursion 
to Toronto, and he spoke of it again 


about a week before Mr. Sifton’s 
death. On May 24th they went to 
Port Stanley together. While keep 


ing up her connection with Martin 
Morden she maintained o courtship 
with Mr. Sifton. The agreement to 
marry was made one Sunday, when 
the two were out driving, and it 
Was arranged that the marriage 
should be secret, unless Mary saw 
fit to acquaint her mother of her en- 
gagemont. fhe told Mr. Sifton of 
har trouble on the Thursday nicbt 
before his death.” She did not fell 
him who was the cause of it, because 
sha supposed that he knew. She de- 
nied to Edgar Morden being in trov- 
ble, as she supposed that he had no 
right to know. She admitted that 
she had intended to throw Martin 
Morden over and not let him know 
of her intentions until she was mar- 
ried to Mr. Sifton. She also said 
that she had been engaged once be 
fore. 

“So that you had a good deal of 
practical experience when you 
came engaged to Mr. Sifton?’* 

Yes, sir,” said Mary. 

In speaking of the occurrences on 
the night of the tragedy, Miss Mc- 
Farlane said that Mr. Sifton never 
told her that he had made a_ will 
in her favor, and that she did not 
know that he sat up to draw a 


new will when she retired in the 
Morden house on the night of the 
tragedy. On the morning that Mr. 
Sifton died she went with him to 
the barn, when there was no one 
about, but when Gerald arrived she 


allowed the old man to go out alone. 
She explained this by saying that 
the old man had told her that he 
wished to go to the barn alone, and 
had promised that he would not go 
where they were working. 

Mr. Meredith was questioning the 
witness with the intention of show- 
ing that at tho time of the tragedy 
she was in such a State of excitement 
as to make any accurate knowledge 
of the details of the scene inipossi- 


ble; he asked the girl if she cried 
or felt any emotion over the acci- 
dent, and Miss McFarlane broke

for come especial consideration or reci- 
provai favor. {lhis idea is nol altoge- 
ther spontaneous, but has probably 
grown from the conduct of the can- 
didates. 

Again, there are clasess of voters 
who believe that ‘they were born, mem- 
bers of one party or another, aad that 
they must not change their allegiance 
or their faith lo them it may be said 
that the franchise is not Ly inheritance, 
but that by reason of the possession 
of tlie higher and divine clement of in- 
telligence and reason man considers 
himself qualified to exercise such 
righis, and that, theoretically, at nny 
rate, Uial intellectual element is the 
only element that should enter into pr 
control tke exercise of such rights; 
that the instincts or feelings have 
properly no place in the direction of 
one's conduct in those affairs of life 
which men claim the right to engage in 
On the ground of their intelligence. Lhe 
extension of the franchise, the argo- 
ments by which the great reform bilig 
of Britain were supported, were not 
that those to whom it wag propose, 
to extend the franchise were men, else 
everyone would be included. {t is not 
moan 46 a species that the right to 
govern is given, The line has been 
drawn. to exclude men (houglt to have 
Jess developed inteiligence than can be 
eafely required for the exercige of so 
fmportant a power. It follows then, 
at Jeast in theory, that intelligonce 
alone should guide the yoler, but many. 
fear to change, fear to appear incon- 
sistent, have, perhaps, not the neces- 
pary couruge to rise on “stepping- 
siones of their dead selves tao higher 
things.” It ip true that such ao man 
is sometimes sneered at, bul he should 
be praised if his motive is to follow 
his judgment of his duty, To those 
who fear to assume the responsibility 
of changing one might point oul’ the 
duty they owe not only iq themselves, 
each to himself, but tileo to every other 
citizen of the country, the duty lo 
Bive hia best jodgzment to the conaider- 
ation of the affairs of his country, 
and, to exercise his franchise in accor- 
dance with that judgment.

night and ambushing Sinall jurtics, 
fring and then retreating upon the 
larger bodies. The rebels possess ai 
mimple supply of amuiunition, nnd are 
organized to a considerable degree 

The Americans have garrisoned 
three towns on Samar Island, two of 
which shelter a tenth of the original 
inhabitants who suffer from the con- 
tinual “sniping’’ of the rebels from 
tho surrounding hills. The third is 
without any native inhavitants, the 
rebel outposts, n mile away, pre 
venting their return to their honics. 
Gon. Lucban punishes the Islanders 
Who have any relations with the 
American. Cuba is likewise dis- 
turbed. 

Barring those who Liaye vnken the 
oath of allegiance \o the United 
States, the rebels «re imprisoned in 
Manila. 

When amnesty was proclaimed it 
practically was without cect, and 
the expectation that the proclama-~ 
tion would accomplish :auch in the

THE SITUATION IS DESPERATE. 


Sir Cinude Macdonald Reports that the 


Legations Are in Sore Straits Itus-

London, Aug. 14.—(3.50 a, m.)— 


The LGritish Consulate at Canton, 
envs The Daily Telegraph's corres- 
pondent there, has received the fol- 
lowing message, Aug. 6, from Sir 


Claude Macdonald, British Minister 
in Pekin: 

“Our  situntion here is desperate. 
In 10 days our food supply will be 
at an end. Unless we are relieved 
a general massacre js probable. 

“The Chinese offer to escort us to 
Tien Tsin, but, remembering Caxyn- 
pore, we refused the offer. There are 
over 200 European women and chil- 
dren in this legation. 

The Shanghai correspondent of The 
Daily Express, wiring yesterday, 
says 

“The allies at noon yesterday were 
within 20 miles of Pekin."* 

As Gen. Chaffee’s report, which is 
the only authentic news reccived 
here regarding the advance, locates 
the international forces about 40 
miles from Pekin on Friday, it seems 
probable that this Shanghai report 
{s optimistic. It is scarcely likely 
that the allies could advance 20 
miles in as many hours. 

A Yangtsun despatch, dated Aug. 
7, giving details rewarding the cap- 
ture of the place, says: 

“The Russians and French held the 
left, the British the left centre, the 
Americans the right centre, and the 
Japanese the extreme right. The 
British and Americans advanced on 
the village at a rapid rate for 5,000 
yards, under a severe shell and rifle 
The Russians opened, and the 
Dritish-American odvance became a 
race for positions, culminating in a 
brilliant charge. 

“The heaviest loss of the day was 
sustained by the Americans, the 14th

Infantry having nine killed, 62 
wounded and several missing The 
Bengal Lancers unsuccessfully at- 
tempted to cut off the Chinese re 
treat.’” 


Another Yangtsun special says: 

“Owing to 2 mistake, British and 
Russian guns shelled the 14th Unit- 
ed States Infantry during the nicht, 
wounding 10."" 

Commenting upen this occurrence 
The Standard savs:

losses of the Americans, who 
seem to have sborne themselves with 
conspicuous gallaniry, were increas- 
ed by a deplorable error, in conse- 
quence of which one of the reciments 
were pounded by Russian and Brit- 
ish cannon.

tion which is not easily obtainable 
without a single commander and a 
general staff.’”

Not 
a single despatch from Sir Alfred 
Gaselee has thus far been issued by 
the War Office.’” 

The British Government, according 
to a Shanghai correspondent of The 
Times, has offered to lend £75,000,- 
000 at 414 per cent. to the Viceroy 
of Wu Chang, Province of Hupei, on 
the Yangtsekiang, for the payment of 
provincial troops. 

Report From Gen. Chaffee. 


Washington, Aug. 14—A despatch 
has been received at the War De 
partment from Gen. Chaffee, dated 
Aug, 10, which says: 

“Arrived at Ho Si Wu yesterday.” 

This place, which is spelled Ho Si 
Wu on the War Department maps, is 
about half way between Tien Tsin 
and Pekin.

New York, Aug. 14.—Under copy- 
tight head, The Evening World yes- 
terday has a despatch from Freder- 
ick Palmer, dated Che Foo, Aug. 10, 
which says that a general advance of 
the relief column began on the morn- 
ing of Aug. 8, and adds that the al- 
lied forces will probably reach Pekin 
in seven days.

HUNDREDS HOMELESS. 


Enormous Floods During July 
Devastate New South Wales. 


HAD TO FLEE FOR THEIR LIVES. 


The Bubontc Plague at Sydney Virtually 
Over—A British Protectorate Proclatn- 
ed Over Tonga Isles—Vo-sels Suifer 
From Heavy Seas on the Pacific 
- American Barkentine Wres- 
tler Had a Hard Trip. 

Victoria, B.C., Aug. 1i.—News is 
brought from Australia by the steaun- 
er Aorangi of terrible floods in New 
South Wales during July, a8 a result 


of which some hundreds of people 
Were rendered homeless, while the 
loss of property involved was enor- 
mous. ‘The people had to flee for 


their lives from the floods, while the 
result of years of toil wis swept 
away in a few hours. Hawkesbury 
and Nepean valleys suffered most, Ap- 
peals are being made for aid 
throughout Australia, 

At Sydney the Board of Health re 
commended a movement to issue 
clean bills of health to departing 
ships. ‘The plague was virtually over 
When the steamer suiled on July 16. 

The King of the Tonga Islands 
issued o proclamation, according to 
a letter from there, proclaiming a 
British protectorate over the islands. 
Premier Sedden of New Zealand visit- 
ed there and attended an opening of 
the Tonga Parliament. On June 1st 
the anniversary of the Tonga King’s 
wedding was celebrated with great 
eclat. 

The Aorangi brings news that the 
American barkentIne Wrestler had ao 
hard trip to Sydney from Chemainus 
With lumber. ‘The deck load shifted 
in the heavy gales and the ship was 
laid on her beam ends. Much of the 
cargo was thrown overboard. The 
forecastle and the fresh water supply 
Were ruined. 

The Arethusa, bound here, was 
spoken 650 miles sonth of Cape Flat- 
tery on vhe 8th, and the Riversdale, 
bound for Astoria, on the same day 
670 miles south of the Columbia i 
River. 


THEY “SWEAT! IN BUNCHES. 


The Power cf leer in Getuing B.C. Chin- 
ese a Job. 


Victoria, B.C., Aug. 14.— A new 
phase of the Stevenson strike trouble 
was set forth in the Le«islature yes- 
terday afternoon by Mr. Hayward, 
senior member for Esquimalt, viz., 
that of the naturalization of Japan- 
ese, This is a necessary preliminary 
to obtaining a license to catch sal- 
mon, and the little yellow men have 
gone through the swear mill in 
batches without knowing any Eng- 
lish or the nature or contents of the 
oath of allegiance. A recommenda- 
tion to the Dominion authorities was 
passed to the effect that aliens desir- 
ing to become British citizens must 
appear in person in open court, and 
there comply with the formalities of 


the law. Of three thousand of these 
citizens probably over two-thirds 
have not been six months in Can- | 
ada. 


The need of o liquor license law 
(the old one having been disallowed) 
is well illustrated in the case of a 
shift in one of Premier Dunsmuir’s 
coal pits. Of 48 men 46 could not 
go to work yesterday morning, and 
the discarded Chinese had to be call- 
ed in to take their places. The day's 
output fell from 1,200 to 800, all 
owing to beer.

Windsor, Ont., Aug. 14—The 18- 
months-old daughter of Section Boss 
McConkey on the Michigan Central 
Railroad was struck by an sncoming 
train on the Lake Erie and Detroit 
River Railroad yesterday morning 
near Pelton Station, The little girl, 
when seen by Engincer Gufl, was on 
the track and toddling towards the 
train, which was running at full 
speed. The engine was reversed ond 
all brakes put on, but the train 
could not be stopped before it reach- 
ed the child. She was struck and 
thrown 35 feet. As soon as_ the 
train could be stopped, it was found 
that the child not only was alive, 
but that no bones were broken. The 
child was bruised about the fore 
head and there was a large contusion 
at the back of the skull, which a 
doctor said would not prove serious.

Much was also done 
by the Canadian branch for the Im- 
perial forces, and for this it had 
been thanked by a resolution of the 
English committee. The contribu- 
tions from Montreal, and from West- 
mount, said the Doctor, had been 
particularly well selected. The Boer 
sick and wounded were looked after 
tm addition to the Canadian and 
British, though not perhaps to the 
same extent. Boers are patient suf- 
ferers. They are more hardy and in- 
ured to suffering, and seem to re- 
quire less attention and care. Yet 
they were most grateful for the aid 
thay received ond extremely patient 
under pain. Some of the unfortun- 
ates’ wounds had not been dressed 
for 18 or 20 days when they were 
brought in, and then only with to- 
bacco juice. It was very pathetic to 
witness the patient sufferings of these 
people, whose ages ranged all the 
way from 16 to 60. Very few deaths 
occurred amongst them, 

Having been stationed at the army 
headquarters, Dr. Ryerson saw a 
great deal almost doily of both Lord 
Roberts and Lord Kitchener. There 
was nothing more striking about 
the two generals, he said, than the 
contrast between them. Lord Rob- 
erts Was small, sharp, active, genial, 
and approachable. Kitchener, on the 
other hand, was a man of whom al- 
most every other man was afraid: 
(all, taciturn, difficult to approach, 
matter of fact, but much more amin- 
ble than his appearance would indi- 
cate. Jn this respect, too, he belied 
his reputation. Roberts was dis- 
tinctly the master of the campaign, 
very determined, very kind to his 
men, especially to the sick and the 
idol of his army. 


COL. OTTER’S REPORT. 


Interesting News of First Contingent and 
Its Members Brought Down to July 6 
= Canadians Unnecessarily Alarmed, 


Ottawa, Aug. 14.—The South Afri- 
can mail yesterday brought to the 
Departinent of Militia the report of 
Tieut.-Col. Otter, commanding the 
first contingent, fur the week ending 
July 6. The battalion was then at 
Springs. Col. Otter gives the 
Strength of the regiment on the date 
mentioned as follows: JEffectives, 
438; sick and at various rest camps, 
883; oat convalescent camp in Cape 
Town, 81; command, 37; making a 
total of 934 at present in ~ South 
Affica. There have been sent to 
England, 143; killed in action, 38; 
died of disease, 25; transfer, 13. 
his accounts for 1,153 men of the 
first contingent, of whom 1,089 went 
With the regiment last October; 5 
Were since enlisted, and 109 added as 
reinforcements. 

The diary of the Lieutenant-Colonel 
covering the operations of the battal- 
jon during the week is mainly a re 
cord of incidents such as usually 
characterized garrison duty in the 
field, and most of which have been 
reported from other sources. 

Dealing with the complaints made 
in Parliament of lack of prompt and 
full reports as to the condition of 
sick and wounded, the commanding 
officer says that he has been most 
Particular in reporting regularly and 
transmitting every matter of im- 
portance as promptly as possible. He 
adds: “In the case of Sergeant Beat- 
tie, as I have already told you, I 
cabled his death at once. On the 
other hand, I have been most care- 
ful not to say anything about the ill- 
ness of non-commissioned officers or 
men for fear of unnecessarily alarm- 
ing their friends. 

“Of the illness of Mr. Clarke Wal- 
lace’s son I was not aware, and on 
four different occasions visited him 
and others in hospitals at Bloemfon- 
tein, and further went to the trouble 
of writing Mr. Wallace personally as 
to his son's illness.’’ 


Col. Otter deplores the fact that 
parents and friends of soldiers have 
been unnecessarily alarmed by re 


ports from other sources, As for him- 
self he declared that he did his best 
to locate or learn the condition of 
every man as soon as possible, and 
thinks that he succeeded well, con- 
sidering that he was with the head- 
quarters of the battalion in the field. 
“and hundreds of its officers and men 
Were scattered from one end of the 
country to the other.’’ 

Detailing the movements of the bat- 
talion, Col. Otter forecasts its at- 
tachment to the 19th Brigade, the 
“Wighting 19th,’’ as it has since been 
termed, in recognition of its splendid 
achivements in the field. 

Tn connection with his report of 
the previous week of Lieut. Blanch- 
ard’s death, he says: “I yesterday re- 
ceived a memo stating that he dled 
in an ambulance on the 7th June, 
when en route to Kroonstad.”’ 

In regard to the announced ap- 
pointment of Lieut. Pelletier as sec- 
ond lieutenant in the 6th Dragoons, 
Col. Otter writes: “I am sorry to 
say that Lieut.

Referring to the condition of the 
battalion, Col. Otter says: ‘‘You 
will see by the parade state that 
some 80 non-coinmissioned officers 
and men (convalescents) are suffici- 
ently fit for garrison duty. Our list 
of sick and unfit for regular duty has 
been thus sensibly diminished. Cap- 
tain Barker has again reported for 
duty.”"

From South Africa. 


[Ihe following letters was received 
bby Mr. J.B, Walker, secretary of the 
WALC.A.: 


Bioemfontein, July ist, 1900. 

I am in the ex-capital of the Orange 
Bree State, havingg arrived here on 
Friday last from our camp seven miles 
north of Pretoria. It was a tedious, 
| ancomfortable, and unsafe journey. It 
is roughing it. One has to move about 
wilh his eyes open all the time. I was 
able to secure some of the most-needed 
supplies for my work, and kept things 
going that way, but am glad to secure 
once more our own stock. None of our 
men can say, however, that they could 
not get writing material of all kinds 
whenever lhey wanted it. In Preto 
mia I secured a nice paper with 
Special Transvaal heading that the men 
| highly prized and used freely. Prices 
for all such things, however, were very. 
high) Much of our mails going both 
Wwilys has been destroyed by the Boers. 
| It was nine weeks that we were without 
‘cur mail. Since coming here, I have 
found fourteen letters, and some pa- 
pers, booklets, etc., all old news, but 
precious, the latest being March 18. 
“Ideal Men” is a jewel, and ig to be 
congmtulated on its growth and gen- 
eraliimprovement. jhe items of (Wood- 
stock Convention were very interes<- 
ing to me, as well as} the report ofthe 
general work. Oh] so good to get news 
from civilization, paace, and comforts, 
and so good to have a bed, if only fora 


couple of nights, the first bed [have 
had since I left Halifax. You may 
Isugh at me, but really it seems 50 
funny to sit on a chair, and have a 
falble, dishes, and a napkin. I know, I 
om awkward as a bear, but I compare 
favorably with the other soldiers. I 
am. brown, fat and dirty, almost beyond 
; Fecognition, We will all be wild mea 
\ ae this war continues much longer. 

I rejoice to know that many: friends 
are praying for us at home. It ‘6 
like a spur to me whenever I think 
of it, and it helps ma to struggle on 
| and do my best for our menj in every 
way I cun. God has been good to us 
‘many ways, sparing the lives of our 
men, when it looked as though, not a 
man could come through the awful 
Shell and rifles fire. We have now 
,fbeem ander fire ten times, and our 
easniliies have been slight compara- 
tively ; notwithstanding all that T have 
said, and much more unsaid, I arm real 
grateful to the Committee and to God 
for the privilege of being with our man, 
“and of trying to brighten their lives, 
amid the most trying circumstances. 
, God has given me favor with, the 
‘officers and men in a yery marked 
way, ond has opened my way all along, 
sd that my heart is full) of gratituda 
ta Him continually. 

After lwo weeks of sweet followship 
in service with Dr. Barrie here, we 
parted April 28th, meeting again in 
Kroonstadt, and again in Pretoria. He 
is still with his men, now at Heidel- 
berg. He is not too ptrong ; I wish for 
his sake that we were facing homeward. 

Wourteen hundred new, graves are in 


the cemetery here alone, there having 
been six hundred deaths in thd month 
of June. 

Zam hoping that the war wiJl end, 
so that I can gat home in {ime for our 
fall work; and by God’s help, I will 
do what I can to make oun men warm, 
clean, healthy, and christians.

DEATH OF LORD RUSSELL. 


Great Jurist Suffored From Gastric Ca- 
tarrh and Surgeons Unsuccessfully 
Sought to Save His Life. 


London, Aug. 11.—Baron Russell 
of Killowen, Lord Chief Justice of 
England, died yesterday morning as 
the result of an operation performed 
yesterday by Dr. Treves. Lord Rus- 
sell suffered from gastric catarrh. 
The fact of his iliness was not gen- 
erally known until it was announced 
that at a consultation held yester- 
day between Drs, Sir William Henry 
Broadbent, Frederick reves, Ste- 
phen MacKenzie and Samuel Herbert 
Wabershon, it was decided that an 
operation was imperatively neces- 
It was afterwards said that 
the patient had stood the operation 
well, and that his strength was 
maintained. At 6 o'clock in the 
evening, however, Lord Russell took 
e@ turn for the worse, soon became 
unconscious and passed away peace- 
folly at 8 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing- 

The War Office telegraphed the 
news of the chief justice's death to 
his youngest son, Hon. Bertrand 
Joseph, who is at present serving 
as a lieutenant of the Royal Artil- 
lery in South Africa. Hon. Charles 
Russell, another son of the deceased, 
is now in Canada. 

The courts generally suspended 
business to-day, and the judges and 
other distinguished lawyers eulogiz- 
ed the deceased chief justice. 

The Premier, Lord Salisbury, will 
select the successor of Lord Russell. 
h the Queen’s approval. Lord 
Alverstone, formerly Sir Richard 
Webster, some time Attorney-Gen- 
, and now Master of the Rolls, 
will, it is generally thought, be ap- 


pointed Lord Chief Justice of Eng- 
land. 

Baron Russell had complained of 
illness for about two wecks.

| Accounts Between the Dominion and On- 
tario Settled by the Findings. 
Ottawa, Aug. 8—Mr. W. D. Hogg, 
of Counsel for Canada, yesterday sent 
| to the Finance Department the 
awards In the cases submitted to Sir 
John Boyd, Sir Louis Cassault and 


first award deals with funds in the 

possession of Ontario belonging to 
the Dominion, and is simply the 
stamping as correct by the arbitra- 
tors of the account admitted by the 
two parties as correct. Ontario pre 
sented on June 2nd, 1900, a state- 
ment showing in the possession of 
the Province, but belonging to the 
Dominion, $1,815,848.50, This state- 
ment was admitted correct by coun- 
sel for the Dominion. Certain mat- 
ters in respect of the common school 
fund and of the Northwest Angle 
treaty No. 8 have not been finally 
concluded and determined, as the 
principal or capital of certain funds 
held by the Dominion for the Pro-— 
vince have not been entered in the 
statement to the credit of the Pro- 
vince, and this award is and shall 
be taken to be made with respect 
only to the interest dealt with in 
the said stafement and without pre- 
judice to the authority of the arbi- 
trators in the final settlement of the 
accounts. 

The school award is the settlement 
of the amount due by the Provinces 
of Quebec and Ontario jointly, and 
paid by the Dominion, as arrears of 
increased annuities to the Ojibeway 
Indians of Lakes Huron and Superior 
under the Robinson treaties of Sep- 
tember 7th and 9th, 1850. The 
amount fixed is $205,000. 

The third award proportions be- 
tween Ontario and Quebec the direct 
debt assumed by the Dominion in 
1867 as follows: Ontario, $112/- 
450.53; Quebec, $100,553.51. The 
awards are all dated August ist. 


THE NEW BRITISH WAE LOAN. 


Sir Michael Hicks-Beach Explains Why 
Lists Were Closed so Soon. 


London, Aug. 8.—Answering a 
member of the House of Commons, 
who asked the reason for fhe early 
closing of subscriptions for Exche- 
quer bonds, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer said the lists had  becn 
closed as soon as the bonds fiad been 
| Subscribed for. 

In substance the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer said: 

“When I made the usual confiden- 
tial inquiries to ascertain whether 
the proposed terms were likely 1o be 
attractive, I received such very mod- 
erate encouragement that I accepted 
an offer already made to me by a4 
leading Anglo-American house in 
London to place half the issue in the 
United States on the terms I had de 
cided to offer here. This part of the 
issue Was already taken when the 
loan was {ssued in Great Britain.’’ 

This assured the success of the 
loan. But there was another rea- 
, 5on: Last Thursday the reserve of the 
Bank of England stood at the low- 
est point for years and he was ad- 
vised that great relief might be af- 
forded here by the movement of gold 
from the United States if a large 
part of this loan (£10,000,000) 
were faken there. 

In conclusion the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer said: *‘I regret any disap- 
| pointment caused by the early closing 
| of the lists, but I hope it may to 
some extent be mitigated by consid- 
eration of the very important points 
| I have just mentioned.” 

British People Are Angry.

‘The Canadian scheme is not so far 
| forward as the Australian, for - the

; plex and because Canada not only 
has to be prepared against outside 
attack, but must be placed in a pos- 
ition to attack. Anxious consider- 
ation has been given the question 
how best to defend the long land: 
frontier and furnish adequate protec 
tion to the ports. In this matter 
the War Office Intelligence Depart- 
ment has been co-operating with a 
small committee of naval experts ap- 
Pointed by the Lords of the Admir~ 


The integral pert of the Canadian 
scheme is the obtaining of safe and 
easy access for ships of war to the 

| Great Lakes. Somie ‘such route is 
said to have been found and the 
House of Commons will be asked at 
the next session to yote money to- 
ward the cost of the works. Their 
magnitudes is s0 great that Canada 
could not well be asked to undertake 
them from her own resources, par- 
ticularly as the ultimate object is 
part of the general scheme of Imper- 
ial defence and offence. 

The Canadian scheme further pro= 
vides for an Increase in the garrisons 
at Halifax and Esquimalt, the rals- 
ing of a considerable force of Can- 
adian regular troops if the Dominion 
Government's consent can be obtain- 
ed, of which there is said to be some 
doubt, and the raising of the North 
American naval station to first rank, 
with an effort to tap for the royal 
nayy an unlimited supply of recruits 
afforded by the fishing Population of 
the Dominion and Newfoundland.

CHINA HEARS FROM U.S, 


A Noto Demanding tho Cessation of Hos- 
tile Attacks on the Logations and 
Suggesting Co-Operation. 


Washington, Aug. 10.—The State 
Department this morning made pub- 
lic the following memorandum, sent 
on Wednesday to the Chinese Gov- 
ernment through Minister Wu: 

“Wo are availing ourselves of the 
opportunity offered by the imperial 
edict of the 5th of August, allowing 
to the Poreign Ministers free com- 
munication with their respective gov- 
ernments in cipher, and have sent o 
communication to Minister Conger, 
to which we await an answer. 

“wo are already advised by him 
in a brief despatch, received Aug. 7, 
that imperial troops are firing dally 
upon the Ministers in Pekin. We de- 
mand the immediate cessation of hos- 
tile attacks by imperial troops upon 
the legations, and urge the exercise 
of every power and energy of tho 
Imperial Government for the protec- 
tion of the legations, and all foreign- 
ers therein. 

“We are also advised by the same 
despatch from Minister Conger that 
in his opinion for the Foreign Minis- 
ters to leave Pekin, as proposed in 
the edict of Aug. 2, would be cer- 
tain death. In view of the fact that 
the imperial troops are now firing 
upon the legations, and in view of 
the doubt expressed by the Imperial 
Government in its edict of Aug. 
as to its power to restore order and 
secure safety in Pekin, jit is evident 
that this apprehension is Well found- 
ed, for, if your government cannot 
protect our Minister in Pekin, it will 
presumptively be unable to protect

the coast. “‘We therefore urge upon 
the Tmperial Government that it 
shall adopt the course suggested iy 
the third clause of the letter of the 
President to Mis Mnjesty, the Em-

imay be secured between them for 
the liberation of the legations, the 
protection of foreigners and the re- 
storetion of order. Such action on 
the part of the Imperial Government 
would be a satisfactory demonstra- 
tion of its friendliness and desire to 
ottain these ends.

PLAYING CHINA GAME ALONE, 


Renewed Attack on the Legations—A 
Warning Given‘ by Sir Chih Chen Lo 
Feng Luh Sir Robert Hart's Mild 
Message of Protest Against 
Being Left Much Longer 


in Pelcin. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 13.—The 
Official Messenger on Saturday pub- 
lished the following: 

“The Poreign Office to-day received 
a telegram direct from M. De Giers 
(the Russian Minister at the Chinese 
capital) from Pekin. The despatch 
was ovidently taken by special cour- 
fer to Tsinan from the capital of 
Shantung, and was thence telegraph- 
ed August 7 by the local Yamen. 

“M. De Giers announces that the 
siege of the legations continues, the 
besieged still having some provisions 
left. The Chinese Government pro- 
poses to transmit the ministers’ mes- 
sages and that they leave Pekin. As 
the ministers had not suMcient guar- 
antec they replied that they must re 
ceivo the permission of their govern- 
ments before leaving the city.” 


The Czar Approves. 

The Messenger then announces that 
the Czar’s approval has been given 
for M. De Giers to start for Tien 
Tsin with his entire staf’ and the 
marine guard on condition that the 
existing government at Pekjn and the 
Emperor afford them sure guarantee 
that the Journey can be undertaken 
Without danger, At the same time 
M. De Giers is Instructed to call at- 
tention to the heavy responsibility 
the Chinese Government would  jn- 
cur should there be the slightest in- 
fraction of the inviolability of the 
persons accompanying him to Tien 
Tsin. 

What Russin's Gamo Is,

LUH THINKS IT DANGEROUS 


For the British-Indian Troops to Be Land« 
ed ut Shanghal. 


London, Aug. 18.—The Chinese 
Minister, Sir Chi Chen Lo Weng Luh, 
{n an interview on Saturday, said 
the Ministers of the powers, in de- 
clining to leave Pekin, had undoubt- 
edly complicated the situation, add- 
ing that if the allies pushed on to 
the capital {t might have the effect 
of involving the southern provinces 
in great trouble. Only to-day, the 
Minister continued, he had received 
the information that the proposed 
landing of Indian troops at Shan- 
ghai had already caused grave appre- 
hensions ond there would be an exo- 
dus of Chinese merchants. If these 
troops Were lnnded, he pointed out, 
others, of course, would follow and 
great conflicts would result. The 
Minister also said that if the pow- 
ers had adopted his suggestion and 
opened negotiations with Li Hung 
Chang matters might have been ar= 
ranged. The march of the allies on 
Pein, the Chinese diplomat further 
remarked, would probably endanger 
the foreigners’ lives, adding that tele- 
grams had ajready been received

“THE SOONER THE BETTER.” 


Sir Robert Hart Says It Is Unsafe to Re- 
main in Pekin. 


London, Aug. 13, 3.30 a.m—‘The 
sooner we can get out of this the 
better, for it is inconvenient for the 
Chinese Government and unsafe for 
ourselves.” 

This is a message received last 
evening from Sir Robert Hart, dated 
Pekin, Aug. 5, and sent in cipher to 
the Chinese Maritime Customs Office 
in London. Gommenting upon it The 
Morning Post says: 

“It would seem to indicate that 
the Chinese Government js anxious 
for the safety of the foreigners or 
at any rate to get them safely out 
of Pekin, while Sir Robert Hart evi- 
dently expects that they will get out 
sooner or later,’

ard, expresses grave fears for the 
safety of the members of the lega- 
tions when the defeated Chinese for- 
ces return ta the capital.

PUNISHES THE ASHANTEES. 


British Attacked a War Camp Near Coo- 
massic and Bayoncted the Enemy. 


Bakwai, Aug. 11.—A column of 
700 men, under Col, Burroughs, has 
returned from Coomassie, having re- 
inforced and rerationed the fort for 
two months. The force attacked 
and destroyed three old stockadeg 
after a desperate bayonet charge, in 


which four officers and 84 native 
| soldiers were wounded and three 
killed. 


On tho night of Aug. 7 Col. Bur 
roughs attacked an Ashantee war 
camp near Coomassie, surprising the 
carsp and bayonoting the enemy. 
Great numbers were slain without a 
gun being fred. A lieutenant was 
kdlled, and two men were wounded. 

Other flying columns aro going out,

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ment inflicted will not soon be for- 
gotten, though several defeats are 
still needed to clear the country 
south of Coomassie of the rebels.

London, Aug. 23, 4 a. m.—“'To- 
day 500 Ainericans attacked the 
Palace,’ says a despatch 
Morning Post, from Pekin, 


dated Aug, 15, and captured four 
of the courts. The American flag is 
flyingy over the iniperial granary, and 
the Jinperial Bank has been looted.’’ 


Describing events prior to the re 
lief, The Morning Post correspond- 
ent cables; 

“On Aug, 12, the Tsung Li Yamen 
rel ed o conference with a view 
to peace. No armistice was grant- 
ed, however, and that night we en- 
dured the longest fusilade of the 
whole siege. It lasted 12 hours. On 
Aug. 13 the Tsung Li Yamen begged 
to be excused from any conference, 
saying that the members were too 
busy. Later they wrote that they 
had forbidden firing on us and would 
court martial any who disobeyed. 
During the evening many shells fell 
in the legation compound.’’ 

The Daily Chronicle publishes an 
interview with the Japanese Minister 
in London, Kato Takaaki, which 
represents him as having said: 

The Empress is the heart and soul 
of China So long as she lives so 
long as she remains in China, wheth- 
er the supreme power is taken from 
her or not, she will always be the 
eatest force, the one above all oth- 
ers to be reckoned with. ‘The diffi- 
culty will be to get any one who can 
i uk for her, JI fear that the influ- 
> of Li Hung Chang is now of ex- 
emely little weight. The powers 
come to a final understanding

DOWAGER EMPRESS ESCAPED, 


Left Pekin With 3,000 Troops on Aug. 12 
For Sian Fu. 


London, Aug. 23.—The allies 
Were fighting the Chinese outside 
Tien Dsin, Aug. 19," so Rear Ad= 


miral Bruce wires to the British Ad- 
miralty from Taku, under date of 
Aug. 20, adding that the engagement 
was reported to have occurred six 
miles south of Tien Tsin. 

Admiral Bruce also sent a despatch, 
dated Pekin, Aug. 17, from the gen- 
eral officer commanding there, in 
which nothing is said as to the sit- 
uation at Pekin. He gives a partial 
list of the British casualties during 
the siege of the legations, including 
Capt. Bernard Strouts, who died of 
wounds, and regrets that “owlng to 
the heavy road and forced march 
the nayal brigade was unable to pur- 
Uicipate in the entry.’’ Adding that 
the ‘“‘Wway they brought their guns 
by boat and road from Tien Tsin is 
an achievement of which they may 
be proud." : 

An official despatch from Tien 
Tsin, dated Aug. 20, received at To- 
kio, repeats that the Japanese occu- 
pied the Imperial Palace at Pekin, 
Aug. 16, and says that about Aug. 
12, the Dowager Wmpress and Em- 
Peror and tho Ministers left Pekin 
with three thousand troops, their 
destination, it is supposed, heing 
Sian Pu. Pokin, it is added, being 
{n great confusion, was divided into 
several districts. 

Half the Tartar City was placed 
under the control of the Japanese, 
and committees of Japanese, Ameri- 
can, British, Russian and French 
officers were appointed to maintain 
order. A detachment of Japanese 
troops rescued the foreign mission- 
aries and Chinese Christian conyerts 
who had heen imprisaned in the pal- 
ace. Two hundred Japanose were 
killed or wounded. 


Emperor Still in Pekin. 


Washington, Aug. 28—The Japan- 
ese legation has recelyed a telegram, 
Aug. 21, from the Foreign Office at 
Tokio, giving the following despatch 
received yesterday from tho Japaneso 
acting congsul-general at :Shanghal:

Von Walderseo Leaves For China. 

Rome, Aug. 23,—Field Marshal 
Count Von Waldersee, the German 
officer, who is going to the far cast 
in order to take command of the 
allied forces in China, with the thcee 
officers accompanying him, took 
breakfast with King Victor Emman- 
uel yesterday morning, after which 
the field marshal went to the Pan- 
theon and deposited a wreath on the 
tomb of King Humbert. Tho field 
marshal left Rome at 2.30 p.m. for 
Naples, where he will embark for 
China. 


U.S. REPLY TO LI HUNG CHANG, 


Nothing Can Be Done Until There Isa 
Strong Government in Chins. 


Washington, Aug. 22.—The reply 
of the United Steges Government to 
Li Hung Chang says, in brief, that 
this Government cannot enter upon 
negotiations until there is a Govern- 
ment in China which can prevent the 
hostilities of Chinese troops and Chi- 
nese citizens against the forces of the 
powers. The text of the reply has 
been communicated to the other Goy- 
ernments. 

To Protect Shanghal. 

New York, Aug. 23. — The Execu- 
tive Committe of the American Asi- 
atic Association have received the fol- 
lowing cablegram from the American 
Association of China 
and forwarded it to the Secretary of 
State: “Situation Yangtse Valley 
increasingly critical, military esti- 
mate 15,000 troops needed effective 
ly to protect Shanghai; urge Govern- 
ment immediately to send quota.’’ 


PEKIN IN THE HANDS OF ALLIES. 


Minister Conger Wires That Chinese Army 
Fled—Chaotic Conditions. 


Washington, Aug. 23—The State 
Department authorizes the announce- 
ment of the receipt of an early hour 
yesterday, through the consul at 
Che Foo, of a telegram from Mr. 
Conger, in the Department cipher, to 
the following effect: 

“Pekin, Aug. 19-—Secretary of 
State, Washington: The entire city, 
with the exception of the Imperial 
Palace, is occupied by Japanese, 
Russian, British, American and 
French. It is being apportioned in- 
to districts for police supervision. 
The Chinese army fied. The Imperial 
family and the court have gone west- 
ward, probably to Sian Fu, in the 
Province of Shensi. No representa- 
tives of the Chinese Government are 
in sight of Pekin, and the conditions 
are chaotic. The palace is expected 
to be taken immediately. Many mis— 
sionaries have started for home, 
while others remain in charge of the 
Ghristian refugees, numbering about 
1,000.- Conger.’”

Lord Wolseley Will Then Give Up the 
Chiefship to Him. 


London, Aug. 20.—The Goyern- 
ment is arranging to relieve Lord 
Roberts in South Africa, deputing to 
a general of less consequence the vex- 
atious work of running down 
the partisan bands there. The pres- 
ent purpose, it is understood, is to 
recall Lord Roberts in October, an- 
nouncing then that the war, as a 
war, is at an end. General Lord 
Wolseley will relinquish the post of 
commander-in-chief of the army in 
October, and Lord Roberts will al- 
most certainly replace him. 

Lord Roberts has settled the con- 
troversy in the religious papers as 
to the denomination to which he be- 
longs (the strict Baptists especially 
Claiming him), by writing to a cor- 
respondent that he belongs to the 
Church of England. 

Food Scarce at Johannesbarg. 

Cape Town, Aug. 19.—United 
States Consul James G. Stowe says 
that When he left Johannesburg there 
were only three days’ meat supply, 
and other food was scant, all the 
transport facilities being required to 
feed’ the army. Besides this, the 
Tolling stock was worn and the re- 
sumption of mining, therefore, is im- 
possible at present. 


CONSPIRATOR TRIED. 


Lieut. Cordua Admitted Implication, 
But Sald the Scheme Was Put Up 
by Another.

Cordua of the Staats Artillery, 
charged with being concerned in the 
plot to kidnap Gen. Lord Roberts, 
was continued on Saturday. The

Cordue of the Staats Ar- 
tillery, charged with being concerned 
in the plot to kidnap Lord Roberts, 
was concluded yesterday. Lieut. 
Cordua's counsel admitted that (Mec 
accused was guilty of breaking his 
parole, and of attempting to Plan a 
conspiracy, but asserted that tho 
attempt was a failure. Counsel also 
maintained that Gano suggested the 
entire plot and egged on the prison- 
er.

HEAD-ON COLLISION. 


Grand Bapids and Indiana Railway Trains 
Come Together at Full Speed—Seven 
Killed, Many Injured. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., Aug. 16.— 
The worst wreck in the history of the 
Grand Rapids & Indiana Railroad oc- 


curred about 5 a. m. yesterday at 
Pierson, 29 miles north of Grand 
Rapids. a 

The northbound Northland BEx- 
Press, which left this city at 4.05, 
collided 


head-on with a passenger 
train No. 2 due here at 6 a. m. 

Seven lives were lost and many 
Passengers Were injured, one fatally 
and others severely. Both engines 
and the baggage cars were complete- 
ly demolished, 

When the trains met day was just 
dawning, and the fog was so thick 
that the engineers could not see more 
than 100 yards ahead. The trains 
Were to have passed at Sand Lake, 
two miles south of Pierson, at 4.52. 
No. 2 was evidently late, and was 
trying to make the siding. The 
Northland Express had the right of 


way, and was scurrying along at 
nearly full speed. Wither the engin- 
eers  blundered in their orders or 


Were not able to see signals on ac 
count of the fog. 

A telephone message from Pierson 
says that the engincers and firemen 
of both trains wero killed, as well 
as five other persons. The express 
train was made up larcely of Pull- 
man cars. It was the finest express 
train on the road. It carried the 
Grand Rapids coach, a day coach, 
Several slecpers from Cincinnati and 
the south, and buffet breakfast car 
and the baggage cars.

U.S. WAR OF RACES, 


Black Man Dragged Krom a Car, Rope 
Thrown Around is Neck and a Run 
Made For a Lamppost. 


New York, Aug. 17.—Many fights 
between whites and blacks resulted 
from the race riot last night. Vin- 
cent A. Streets, colored, and James 
Shane, white, began a row and both 
were arrested. Alexander Robinson, 
a@ hegro, and a colored friend were on 
a 84th street car. Some one set up 
o shout as the car neared 6th avenue 
that the two negroes ought to be 
lynched. A man with a clothes line 
appeared from some where, and the 
tivo negroes were pulled off the car. 
The rope was thrown around Robin- 
son's neck, and with 50 men and 
DOYS pulling, the mob started for a 
lamp post. A squad of police ap- 
peared before the mob had gone far, 
and with much clubbing dispersed the 
crowd. The two negroes got away 
{n the scrimmage. 

Every pawn shop in the Tenderloin 
did o thriving trade in small arms. 
A leading pawn broker said he knew 
of five shops that had sold out every- 
thing from ‘Black Jacks’’ to Colt’s 
4\-calibres. Purchasers, he said, were 
negroes. 

Word reached the West 47th street 
station at 9.15 thet a large mob was 
at Sth avenue and 42nd street. The 
reserves were run out and dispersed 
the crowd, which numbered over 1,- 
000 persons, without trouble. 

A mob was reported at Amsterdam 
avenue and 61st street, better known 
as “San Juan Hill,” at 10 o'clock. 
A squad of men went fhere and found 
about 1,000 angry men. The mob 
was dispersed. 


In Chicago Also. 


Chicago, Aug. 17.—William Fikua, 
a colored man from Nashville, Tenn., 
came dangerously near being lynched 
in the street last night. He had 
Snatched a pocketbook from a wo- 
man and led the police a long chase 
through the alleys and streets. Dur- 
ing his flight he fired three times at 
the police, and the crowd which fol- 
lowed the officers in the pursuit.

Fall wheat shows an area of 1,- 
068,640 acres harvested, the estitnut- 
ed yield being 22,812,208 bushels or 
21.3 bushels per acre.

COL. OTTER’S REPORT. 


State of the First Contingent for Week 
Ending July 16—The Efiectives 
Were 443. 


5,805,921 


Ottawa, Aug. 22.—Colonel Otter’s 
report for the week ending July 16 
arrived yesterday. The parade state 
shows effective, 443; at base camp, 


convalescent, 81; on command, 32, 
sick, 318; invalided to England, 
200, The diary shows that five 


companies left Springs July 7 as part 
of a fiying column to Drogfontein, 
but returned to Springs for Sunday, 
8th, and they remained the balance 
of the week. 

Colonel Otter's letter says the 
movement on the 7th was to cut off 
the retreat of the Boers should they 
be driven back by General Hutton’s 
force, which was then operating some 
16 miles to the north of Springs, in 
which operations the Ist CM.R. had 
seyen casualties, but the infantry 
Was not engaged. On the 9th, half 
of the 19th Brigade was moved off, 
but the Cornwalls and Caonadinns 
were left on the line of communica- 
tion under Licutenant-General Cherin- 
side, as a supply depot had been cs- 
tablished at Springs upon rather a 
large scale, which increased the im- 
portance of the station and rendered 
a large garrison necessary. Colonel 
Otter confirms his cable of the cas- 
ualties of the O.M.R., but reports th 
health of . his regiment very good, 
and the invalids improving. Capt 
Barber, Lieuts. Mason and Iye had 
Just rejoined, also 7,016, Private An- 
derson, ond 7,176, Private Cole, B 
Co., both from England. Private Cole 
contradicted the report that he had 
made cxaggerated statements in 
England os to the action at Sunny- 
side in which he had been wounded 
No. 605, Sergi, W, Medhurst, had 
been transferred to the Ist CM.R 
The letter concludes: “While some 
Weeks ogo there scemed a strong 
probabilty of an early closing of the 
war, it now looks as if {t might con- 
tinue for several weeks, or eyen 
longer. If such proves to be the case 
I shall be glad to receive instructions 
as to the re-engagement of officers 
and men for a further period.'’

THE ‘FIGHTING NINETEENTH.” 


Nhe first Canadian Contingent to 
South Africa has won impsrishable Te- 
no\wn as an important and alwys 
ready part of the famous brigade, 
which, under command of Gen. Smith- 
Dorrien, is familiarly known in Soath 
(Africa as the “Highting Nineteenth.” 
Nhe brigade is composed of the famous 
Gordons, ths Shropshires, the Corn- 
walls, and the Royal Canadians. ‘The 
record of the brigade, us officially pub- 
lished in orders a short time ago, will 
be read with pride by all Canadians; 

‘he 19th brigade has achieved a 
yecord of which any infantry might be 
proud. Since the date it hvas forme fit 
has marched 620 miles, often on half 
rations, seldom on fall. 

“Tt has taken part in the capture, of 
10 towns, fought in 10 general octions, 
and on 27 other days. v 

“Im one period of 30 days it fought 
on 21 of them, and marehed 327, miles. 

“Casualties between 400 and 600 
Defeats, nil.” 

{his is a remarkable record. It is 
a brief and modest statement, but it is 
something tobe proudof. Gen- Smith- 
Dorrien is acommander of the right 
kind. He evidently knew what to do; 
and lost no time in doing it. lo fight 
twenty-one days out of thirty, and 
march 327 miles in a remarkable 
achievement. K 

(Mr. Hamilton, the correspondent of 
the Globe, saya the charge of the Gor- 
dons, at the battle of Doornkop, near 
Johannesburg, on the field where the 
Jamieson raid collapsed, surpassed in 
denger and brilliancy fhe famous 
charge at the Dargai heights. It was 
more difficult and more trying, but 
it has passed almost unnoticed, because 
it was only one of a long series of 
rilliant military achievements, while 
the Dargai charge was the picturesque 
feature of a small frontier campaign. 
[he Canadians at Doornkop — as on 
many other hard-won fields — proved 
themselves worthy comrades of the 
Gordons, and when Smith-Dortien sent 
word that he wanted the position: by; 
nightfall the Gordons and Canadian 
took it with their ‘usual dash and conr- 
oge- L 

fhe Mounted Rifles and Artillery 
bavye also achieved imperishable renown 
by their dash and courage. ‘The Can- 
edians have taken their full share of 
honors in the field. {[heir country may 
well be proud of them 

Perhaps it may not be premature to 
suggest that some steps should be tak- 
en to prepare some enduring memorials 
of the braye deeds of our treops in 
South Africa. Mhere might well be, for 
instance, some national miemorial in 
Lonor of ihe “fighting Nineteenth.” 
Of the herees who have given their 
lives suitable memorials will, in doe 
course of lime, be erected. Probably 
an association may be formed on the 
lines of the Canadian Patriotic Fund 
JAssociation to provide suitable mem- 
orials and proper care for every, Can- 
adian graye in South Africa. There 
may—and there no doubt will be — 
gome national or some provincial monu- 
menis of a general character; and 
some individual monuments by cities 
or by regimental organizations. All

An experienced physi- 
cian once wrote: “We must sweat 
either by work of by disease,” and if we 
will not sweat by exercise we must 
on a sick bed. Another writer puts 
the same idea in a shorter but inele- 
gant phrase. “Sweat and be sived.” 
If people would only observe the or- 
dinary jaws of health and hygiene, to- 
gether with sanitary science, how much 
Lappier would they be. The question! 
of the selection of food, and the 
quantity to be consumed has, as most 
are aware, very much to do with the 
preservation of our health and strength 
And yet, how little regard is paid to 
this all-important question ; how much 
the mere gratification of the palate is 
mistaken for healthy appetite; how 
much more food we daily consume than 
is necessary to sustain a healthful or- 
ganism. These remarks, though in- 
structive to_youth are more applicable 
to those who have adanced oy are ad- 
vancing to middle life; as to the old 
and aged ; they are of necessily com- 
pelled to profit by the experience of 


the past, or suffer. The old adags, “a 
maniseithera foolora physician at 
foriy,” would imply that on attain- 
ing that age—termed middle life—ywe 
should have fully comprehended the 
law, “know thyself.” If not, if at forty 
we are still wilfully ignorant of the 
first principles, or wilfully disregard 
them, then old age will never trouble!

AGRICULTURAL. 


IN THE INTERESTS OF FRUIT 


Alderman J. B. Oke's Mission to the 
Old Country. 


(Peterboro Examiner.) 


‘ibe departure of Alderman J. B. 
Oke for the Old Country, is a mat- 
ten of much more than personal, or 
even local interest. It is a matter 
of general interest to the frait-grow- 
ing industry, a6 well us other jndus- 
tries affected by the cold slorage sys- 
{em of transportation inaugurated by 
the liberal government of the Dormin- 
ion. Complaints have been heard 
from the shippers of fruit in cold 
storage that they have not realized 
as good prices as they might have done, 
because their fruit packages did not 
arrive in good order, due perhaps 
to careless handling. (Lh's is not ‘the 
fault of lhe cold storage system, as 
shown by the fact thut fruit packages 
eent by the government to the Paris 
Exposition arriyed in splendid ocder, 
and the fruit display, (which cold stor- 
age niade. possible), at the Exposition 
Wé 4 magnificent success, and one of 
ilé most interesting fe.tures. 

It is to bring the administration of 
the cold stormge system, as applied to 
fruits, to the same point of excellence 
as (hat resulting tn the safe arrival 
of fruitg at Paris, that Mr. Oke goes 
to the Old Country. His instructions 
require him, first, to look into and 
look after the manner in which 

Canadian Krutt Products 
are delivered in the Old Country, and 
to report to the Department of Agri- 
culture what he may observe and learn 
regarding the transportation of these 
products, with a view to improving the 
methods of handling, and prevent dam- 
age and consequent deterioration of 
value of packages and their contents. 

(Mr. Oke’s mission is an earnes! of 
thol desire of the government {to make 
ihe cold stowage system’ of transporta- 
tion as perfect as possible in the in- 
terests of Canadian producers and 
shippers, and in selecting Mr. Oke, an 
excellent choice has been made. He 
has had a long and intimate experience 
with the froit trade, possesses keen 
habits of observation, and sound judg- 
ment, and will be able to giye the 
government and the country excellent 
gervice, even beyond the strict line of 
his special duties. Mr. Oke has de- 
yised u plan for the better paczing, of 
apples. A barrel of apples contains 
three bushels. The usual way of pack- 
ing is to fill the barrel, carefully, of 
course, and then apply pressure to 
firm the contents, so that the apples 
will not be injured by friction result- 
ing from sh*fting inside the barrel 
during transport. Considerable pres- 
sure has to be applied to secure this 
result, with the consequence thet the} 
epples af #he top of the barrel are 
often considerably crushed. Mr. Oke’s | 
plan is to use circles of stiff card- 
board, cut the size of the inside of the 
barrel. Put in’ one bushel, or a third 
of abarrel. flhe apply a circular 
‘board, faced with thick felt. Press 
this firmly by means of the handle 
affixed to the upper surfaée, and at 
the same time shake the barrel, so that 
tho apples will : 

Setile Pimmly into Place. 

Then place on lhe card-board circle, 
edd another bushel and repeit the pro- 
cess, placing another card-board circle 
on the top of the second bushel, and so 
deal with the third bushel, and head 
in the barrel in the ordinary way. Of 
course, less pressure will be needed at 
the last, because the apples have been 
packed as they have been put' in. The 
device commends itself to all fruit 
shippers to whom it bas been explain- 
but if we expect gilt-edge prices for 
but if we expect gilt-edge ptices for 
our fruit we must first supply good 
frait, and pack it carefully. Pack 
it so it willcarry in good conditions, 
end so that the quality will be uni- 
form throughout the, package. Noth- 
ing so discredits a shipper as “small 
apples in the bottom of ‘the barrel.” 
If Canada once wins in regard to fruit 
and other things the honest name she 
Las won in the matten of cheese, our 
products will take and hold a first 
place in the British market. 

(Mr. Oke, who is accompanied by Mrs. 
Oke, will be absent five or six months, 
and will report from time to time, and 
at the conclusion of his visit will em- 
brace the results of his obsaryations in 
a comprehensive general report. 


THE HUNTING SEASON. 


Prospects for a Good Season Said to 
be in Sight. 

Ottawa Journal: Ths hunting and 
shooting season promises to be a guod 
one this year, and local sportsmen are 
already laying the:r pians in anticipa~ 
tion of much game. Interest among 
devotees of the rifie is really ut a high 
pitch over the fall's prospects, for, not 
only does {he popularity of the sport 
keep on the increase, Yut the variety of 
gome presented will be larger than for 
soma time past. There promises to be 
Jots of both birds and animals al which 
{o shoot. (For instance, it is permitted 
{his season (o loll moose, elk, cariboo 
and reindeer—animals which sports- 
men haye been forbidden to kill since 
1€91. ‘Moreover, the privilege is given’ 
of selling snipe, woodcozk and wild tur- 
key, and this woula not be the casa if 
(hosa birds were scarce. F 

‘A big majorily of hunters will go in 
for nothing else than deer, the sea- 
son for which lasts from November Ist 
to 15th inclusive in Ontario, and from 
October 15th till November 15th in 
Quebec. Red'deer can be had right up 
in our own Gatineau and Pontiac dis- 
trict's, as well as a little further away, 
in the districts of Haliburtoa, Muskoka, 
Parry Sound and Temiscamiog, The 
fact Uhat moose may be shot; will prod- 
ably add a little yariely to the line 
of deer hunting. 

Duck bagging will be as popular as 
eyer, and (he duck feeding grounds 
on the Ottawa river, such as Shirley's 
Bay and Lake Constant, a comp.ra- 
lively few miles above the Capital, 
will bea well patronized. Whese two 
Spots are said to ba as good grounds 
for wild duck as there are in Canadi. 
The reaches on the Rideau also will 
afford lots of duck. The duck shooting 
Season seis in September Ist, and any 
time from then up to December 15th 
the birds may Le taken. 

Partridge fanciers will be unable to 
boring away as miny of their, fnvorite 
birds as they may have been accus- 
tomed to. The law says that no part- 
midges can be sold this year, and thus 
sportsmen may shoot only what they 
intend using themselves, This will 
Lstop the general slaughter. The same 
rule applies {o quail, However, with 
birds like \oodcocks, wild turkeys and 
snips to be taken in unlimited quanti= 
ties, ammunition that would be used 
for partridge need not be spared. The 
Snipe season extends from Seplember 
15th’ to Decemben }bth, and wild tur- 
key, tims from October 15th to De- 
cember 16th, ibe kk

Sydney, ©.B., Aug. 17.—After a de- 
lightful sail through the picturesque 


Laurier and party arriyed in Sydney 
at 10.80 o'clock last night, where 
the Premier received one of the heur- 
tiest welcomes ever accorded a public 
mon in Nova Scotia. At 7.30 
o'clock the smart little Canadian cut- 
ter Constance was reported off Big 
Bras d'Or. Bulletins announcing the 
coming of the Premier were posted 4 
throughout the city, and in a short 
time fully 5,000 people had gathered 
on the water-front. As the Con- 
stance swung into the ferry wharf 
the Sydney band played ‘‘The Maplo 
Leaf,’’ and just as the Premier and 
Lady Laurier stepped ashore a rous- 
ing cheer was given by the assembled 


crowd. The Premier was met by 
Mayor Crowe and Mr. Alexander 
Johnstone. At the head of the 


wharf Sir Wilfrid and Lady Laurier 
and Madame Ubal Laurier entered 
the carriage of Mr. A. J. Moxsham, 
whose guest ‘they will be during 
their Sydney visit. The reception 
last night was entirely impromptu. 
To-day the functions will be of a 
more formal character. At 10.30 
Sir Wilfrid and party will take the 
steamer Pawnee for North Sydney, 
where an address will be presented to 


the Premier in Albert Hall. They 
will return to Sydney at 1 o'clock. 
; At 8 pm. Mr. Moxsham will con- 


duct Sir Wilfrid and Lady ~Laurier 
around the new steel works. At 8 
o'clock an address will be presented 
by the Mayor and Town Council in 
the rink, fo which Sir Wilfrid will 
make reply. A reception will be 
held afterwards. 

The Constance, bearing the Pre- 
mier, left Arichat at 830 a.m. A 
large crowd was on the wharf to 
Say farewell to the distinguished yis- 
itor, and as the gig with the Pre 
mier aboard pulled out to the cutter 
repeated cheering resounded across 
the beautiful bay. The weather was 
perfect, the sky was clear and the 
breeze was fresh. The visitors were 
so charmed with the scenic beauties 
of the peerless Bras d'Ors that every 
knot of the voyage was replete with 


varied interest. At St. Peter’s the 
Constance was met by many loyal 
citizens of the town, and while the 


locks of the canal were being opened 
Sir Wilfrid made a happy little 
speech, thanking the people for their 
cordjal welcome. 


Reception at Baddock. 


About 38 o'clock the Constance 
steamed into the harbor of Baddeck, 
that charming town 60 richly en- 
dowed with natural beauty of scen- 
ery and situation. There a splendid 
reception was given to Canada’s Pre- 
mier. The visitors were driven to 


to the doors by the leading citizens 
of Baddeck. Sir Wilfrid and Lady 


McCurdy, Sheriff Mackay, Warden Mc- 
Donald, County Clerk McDonald, 
Hon. D. McCurdy, Dr. Bethune, M.P., 
Judge Tremaine and George McRae. 
The Court House was dressed with 
flags and bunting, while flags were 
displayed in many places throughout 


the town. Hon. W. F. McCurdy, who 
presided, paid a tribute to the 
stutesmanship and poble purpose of 


the Premfer, and called upon Mr. A 
J. McDonald, Secretary of the Liber- 
al Association, to read an address of 
welcome, which was an admirable 
review of the achievements of the 
Laurler Government. Sir Wilfrid was 
given a genuine Highland reception 
at the hands of the audience, and he 
made a brilliant address in reply. 
He stated that his present visit to 
Nova Scotia was simply for the pur- 
pose of making a more intimate ac- 
quaintance with his fellow-country- 
men in this Province, for he had al- 
Ways felt that os a public man ha 
was under a disadvantage in not 
knowing the diverse elements of the 
Dominion. To would prefer on an 
occasion of this kind to leave poli- 
tics alone and to remember that we 
Were all, first, last and all the timo, 
Canadians, He did not want any 


section of the people of Canada to 
forget their origin, but he did want 
them to give their whole heart, soul 
and energy to make the Dominion a 
united Canada. He was exceedingly 
touched by this reception, for it told 
Well for the future of Canada that 
On any occasion of this kind they 
could forget thoir political differ- 
ences, their raco and creed differences 
and ‘remember that they were Cana- 
dians, Referring to tho sending of the

At the 
conclusion of his addres8 Sir Wilfrid

those ashore. Premier Murray, who 
gccompanjed Sir Wilfrid Laurier, was 
also heartily cheered os the steamer 
pulled out into the stream, while all 
abourd were enthusiastic in their 
praise of Baddeck. 


PLEA FOR A UNITED CANADA, 


No Public Man Has Ever Recelved Suche 
Splendid Welcome ns Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ior From Friend and Foe, Support- 
erand Opponent Magnificont 
Reply to Address of 
Welcome, 


Sydney/ Aug. 18.—The two Syd- 
neys tendered to the First Minister 
of Canada yesterday receptions which 
might be memorable in the lifetime 
of the citizens of these progressive 
eastern towns. No public man who 
ever visited Nova Scotia as Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier now does, non-political- 
ly, has ever received such o splendid 
welcome from friend.and foe, sup- 
porter and opponent. Both towns 
organized demonstrations which 
would be creditable to any city in 
Canada. At Sydney last night the 
demonstration reached the climax of 
enthusiasm when the citizens of the 
town assembled in Roslin Hall to do 
honor to the Premier and his charm- 
ing wife. The new rink, which will 
next week be used as a theatre, is 
splendidly adapted for public gather- 
ings of this sort. It was seated for 
one thousand people, and it has 
standing room for twice as many 
more. The building was prettily de- 
corated with flags and bunting; over 
the stage were three flags, the Union 
Jack in the centre, with two Cana- 
dian ensigns on the sides, while 
mottoes of welcome were also dis 
played. The rink was packed to the 
doors by one of the most enthusias- 
tic audiences that ever greeted a 
speaker in Nova Scotia. Fully three 
thousand people were present, and 
many were unable to gain admit- 
tance to the rink. Sir Wilfrid’s ap- 
pearance shortly after 8 o’clock was 


signalized by a great outburst of 
cheering, which continued until 
after the Premier and Lady 


Laurier were seated, and the enthus- 
fasm was unbounded throughout the 
meeting. 

Mayor Walter Crowe, who presid- 
sided, read an address of welcome. 


Sir Wilfrid’s Reply. 


When the Premier rose to reply 
the whole audience cheered wildly, 
and several minutes elapsed before 
he was enabled to proceed. His 
Speech was short. We spoke but 20 
minutes, but it was the most elo- 
quent and brilliant of his Nova Sco- 
tia tour. After referring to the non- 
political nature of the reception, Sir 
Wilfrid said: ‘There is common 
ground on which we stand; we can 
always agree that we are last and 
always Canadians. Nothing suits me 
better at this moment than to for- 
get I am a party man, and nothing 
suits me better than to forget the 
Position that the will of the party 
and people placed me in, and nothing 
suits me better than to remember that 
I am a Canadian, and I am proud of 
the privilege to live under British in- 
stitutions. I have had occasion to 
remark more than once that British 
institutions may not be perfect, but, 
like all other human institutions, 
tainted with imperfections, but it is 
fair and right to say of British insti- 
tutions they are far the best ever de- 
signed by man for the government of 
man. From this assertion I would 
make no exception whatever. We re- 
cognize party, and of course it goes 
without saying that when there are 
two contending parties one must be 
{n the right and one in the wrong, 
and I may say, fellow-citizens and 
gentlemen of the town, that in this 
address to me you did not establish 


the truth or falsity of either set of 
Political views. But we will not 
discuss these questions; occasions 


may arise before very long, at most 
before a twelvemonth has elapsed, 
when I may have an opportunity to 
discuss with you the vital political 
questions which will confront us. To- 
night, however, we will forget all 
the several differences. Canada is a 
country of magnificent distances. One 
Would have to travel a whole week 
to go from Sydney to the Pacific 
sonst.’ About this section of the 
country Sir Wilfrid drew a brilliant 
Word picture, saying there is wealth, 
untold, wealth undeveloped, wait- 
ing for the hand of man; fertile 
vast forests, and fisheries unsurpass- 
ed, ond minerals of marvellous rich- 
ness. We have the land, we have 
the minerals, we haye the fisheries, 
We have the timber; still we have 
something better: we have tho men, 
we have the hardy races of the north, 
we hnve the gentle races of the south. 
It is not without danger to have 
theso various races, but we would 
not be worthy of the name of Cana- 
dians or of British subjects if it 
Were not our purpose to mould and 
weld these races into a united na- 
tion. 
Canada a United Nation. 


There are dangers and difficulties in 
doing this, but these very “dangers 
and difficulties ought to Hft us to 
the task of making Canada a united 
nation, That was the ambition I 
set before me may years ago, and, 
Whether my political life be long or 
short, whether my natural life be 
long or short, all my life shall not 
have been lived in vain if when I am 
laid In the grave the races are 


at 
least a little more united. (Cheers.) 
Tho Premier then referred to the 


great industrial activity at Sydney, 
and said that he believed the day 
was not tar distant when Sydney 
With its great natural facilties 
would become not only the Pitts- 
burg of Canada, but the Glasgow and 
Delfast of America, and that before 
many days the people of Sydney 
might see the iron oro brought here 
in a crude state and leave these 
shores in the form of ships carrying 
the goods of Canada to the markets 
of the world, (Cheers.) ir Wilfrid

Warden Levatte read an address of 
welcome to the Premier. Sir Wilfrid 
in replying to this address made a 
singularly eloquent and inspiring 
address. He thanked his stars that 
his first visit to this far-famed his- 
toric spot should be made on such 
a happy occasion. He was a little 


jealous of Premier Murray who had 
been greeted as “‘plain George Mur- 
ray-” Titles and badges did not make 
the man, and he himself would pre 
fer to bs called plain Wilfrid Laur- 
ier than Sir Wilfrid Laurier.

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THE ADLIES AT PEKIN. 


The Report Which Comes From 
Hong Kong to Vienna. 


AN ARMISTICE AGREED UPON, 


Sir Robert Hart, Director-General of Chi- 
nese Imperinl Customs, Leaves Pekin 
With Wis Staff—U. S. Consul Good- 
now Openly Impeached for Com- 
pllcity With the Chinese—Le- 
gations Believed to be Safe. 


London, Aug. 17,—(8.45 a, m.)— 
A cablegram to Vienna from Hong 
Kong announces the capture of Pe 
kin but the Austrian Government, 
like other Buropean powers, is still 
without confirmation of the report. 
An official telegram, dated Taku, 
Aug. 14, has been received at Rome, 
Which asserts that the attack on Pe 
kin began on Monday, that Sir 
Claude Macdonald has opened com- 
munication with the relieving force 
and that the allies have established 
their headquarters at Tung Chau. 

Chinese officials in Shanghai are 
reported as admitting that the allies 
inflicted a heavy defeat on the Chr 
nese Imperial troops around Tung 
Chau Sunday, and then marched di- 
rect on Pexin. That, if true, carries 
the Japanese official advices announc- 
ing the correspondent of Tung Chau 
one step further. 

The western powers, according to 
a despatch to The Daily Express 
from Kobe have accepted proposals 
formulated by Japan for arranging 
an armistice, dependent upon the im- 
mediate delivery of the foreign lega- 
tions to the allies, or the granting 
of permission to the allied forces to 
enter Pekin and to guard the lega- 
tions, Upon these basis the corres- 
pondent says Japan already begun 
to negotiate. 

Shanghai despatches declare that 
the Chinese had intended to make a 
final attack upon the legations last 
Sunday, but whether the plan was 
carried out is not known there. 
From the same place comes that 
statement that Vice-Admiral Sey- 
mour and Brigodier-General Creagh 
have Joined in the protest against 
the withdrawal of the British troops.

UNITED STATES ANXIETY. 


Appeal to Li Hung Chang Considered by 
the State Department—Legations 
Must Be Relieved. 


Washington, Aug. 17.—The Depart- 
ment of State last night made public 


the latest correspondence betiveen 
the United States Government and 
China, constituting not only a_ re- 


markable serics of state papers, but 
at the same time dispelling all doubt 
and uncertainty aS to the American 
policy in the present critical junc- 
ture. The urgent, almost pathetic 
appeal of Li Hung Chang, submitted 
early in the day, that the victorious 
march of the allies stop at Tung 
Chow, and that the military com- 
manders on the field be instructed to 
arrange an armistice at that point, 
was met with a response that Gen. 
Chaffce already had been given com- 
plete instructions, empowering him 
to carry out an arrangement in con- 
cert with other commanders for the 
delivery of the Ministers and per- 
sons under their protection to the 
relief column, not at Tungchow, as 
had been suggested, but at the im- 
perial city of Pekin. 
Chaffee Was Full Instructions 

Furthermore, it Was known to 
China that Gen. Chaffee’s instruc 
tions left him free rein as to wheth- 
er he should insist upon entering Pe 
kin and going to the legations, or 
should receive the delivery of lega- 
tioners at the gate of the inner Tar- 
tar city, or at the great outer wall. 
In short, China, through her peace 
envoy, besought a halt and an ar- 
mistice at Tungchow, 12 miles from 
Pekin: whereas the response of the 
American Government is, that if 
there is to be a haJt—an armistice 
—it must be at the walls of the Im- 
perial city. 

Russians and Chinese Fight. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 17.—Gen. 
Rennekampf, ncecording to advices to 
the Russian War Office, while pur- 
suing the Chinese from Aigun, found 
4,000 infantry, 5,000 cavalry and 12 
guns ina strong position at Sanpa- 
han. Although the Russians were 
inferior in numbers and had only 
two guns, they made combined fron- 
tal and flank attacks upon the Chi- 
nese on Aug. 10. The Chinese suc- 


ceeded in breaking up the flank 
movement, and they fought with 
Great stubborness, but eventually 


they were compelled by a fierce at- 
tack on thelr centre to evacuate the 
position and withdraw the guns,

LBGATIONS RELIEVED. 


The Internationals Entered Pekin 
on Wednesday Last. 


AN OBSTINATE RESISTANCE. 


Chinese Fought Stubbornly at Pekis— 
They Lost 300 and 
Lost 100 in the Severe Battle- The 
Japanese Led in the Advance on 


the Jnpunese 


the Capital—The Em- 
pross Fled.

‘This message was received last 
evening at the Imperia) Customs 
Oflice in London from the Commis- 
sioner of Customs in Che Foo. It is 
the only official message that has 


reached England in confirmation of 
the earlier reports, Admiral Remey’s 
despatches not having arriyed in 
time for publication in London morn- 
ng papers. 

Se RATe Rain Post, which is the 
only paper printing the Che Foo mes- 
sage, says: 

“To-day is not only a national re 
jJoicing, but it also a day of congrat- 
ulation for all the powers of the 
world. 

Proceeding to discuss the probaba- 
bilities of a cessation of hostilities, 
The Morning- Post assumes that the 
United States ure willing to aban- 


don any idea of further aggressive 
action, but it questions the dispo- 
sition of Germany and the other 


powers to agree to such a course. 

The Berlin correspondent of The 
Morning Post says he learas that no 
formal request for an armistice has 
yet reached the powers and that it 
is improbable that any such request 
would be granted. 

The other papers comment guard- 
edly upon the general situation ow- 
ing to the lack of definite news when 
the editorials were written. Most 
of them advocate a stern inquisition 
regarding outrages and the punish- 
ment of the leaders, even if they have 
to be pursued all over China. 

The Daily Graphic in a para- 
graph evidently inspired, says there 
is no reason to believe that any of 
the powers will repudiate the pre- 
vious understanding to respect the 
{integrity of the empire and the dy- 
nasty, adding that the proposal te 
land a British force at Shanghai 
originated not with the British Gov- 
ernment, but with the Chinese, who 
at the same time urged that this 
should not be done if likely to lead 
to internatienal complirations. 

“This,’’ says The Daily Graphic, 
“disposes of the story that the Vice 
roy of Nankin changed his mind un- 
der the influence of the consuls. Her 
Mnjesty’s Government, we believe, 
have no intention of contesting the 
right of Wrance or the United States 
to land troops, should either think 
iu necessary.’” 

Shanghai despatches say that Em- 
peror ICwang-su accompanied the Em- 
press-Dowager to Hsian Fu, much 
against his will. 

Prince Tuan commanded the rear 
guard of the Imperial escort, of 
which Boxers formed 65 per cent. 
It was expected that Gen. Tung Fuh 
Siang would follow after the arrival 
wf the allies. All the palace treasures 
‘weve sent to Hsian Fu. 


FIRST NEWS FROM BERLIN 


That Legations Had Been Relieved and 
Foreigners Liberated. 


London, Aug. 18.—The first defi- 
nite announcement of the relief of 
the legations came from Berlin. ‘‘The 
allies have entered Pekin without 
fighting. The legations are relieved, 
and the foreigners are liberated.’’ 

Such is the despatch received from 
the German consul at Shanghai, and 
given out by the Berlin Foreign Of- 
fice at 1 p.m. to-day. 

The collapse of Chinese resistance 
is explained in despatches from 
Shanghai as being due to the fail- 
ure of the Chinese to flood the 
country below Tung Chow. ‘The 
earthworks connected with the dam 
at the Pei Ho were unfinished, and 
the canal at Tung Chow was full of 
water, facilitating boat transport, 
when the allies arrived there. 

Signals between the allies and the 
legationers holding part of the wall 
at Pekin were exchanged during the 
morning of Aug. 15 (Wednesday). 

Troops are still arriving at Taku. 
The German transports Wittekind 
and Wrankfort are due there to-day. 
The Russian transport Nijni-Novgor-

gorod ran on a reef Aug. 14. 

The Japanese cruiser Takasago,

NO HOPE FOR TUAN. 


Japan is After Him With o Sharp Stick 
- Earl Lito Negotiate- 


London, Aug. 
Minister at Tokio, Li Seng Toh, has 
telegraphed Li Hung Chang, accord- 
ing to a despatch to The Times from 
Shanghai that Japan is willing to 
use her good offices in behalf of the 
Empress Dowager and Emperor 
Kwang-Su, but is determined to pre 
vent the escape of Prince Tuan of 
Kang Yi, President of the Board of 
War; of Hsu Tung, Guardian of the 
Her Apparent; and of Chao Shy 
CGhaio, Commissioner of the Railway 
and Mining Bureau. 

“Ti Hung Chang, the despatch con- 
tinues, “has received instructions 
from the throne to ask Russia if she 
is willing to assist China to arrive 
at a peaceful settlement, and to give 
assurances that she has no intention 
of annexing any part of Manchuria. 
If the reply is favorable, Earl Li has 
orders to negotiate without delay. 
Simultaneously the military Gover- 
nor of Manchuria will be directed to 
cease hostilities.”” 

Due to Excellent Scouting. 

Paris, Aug. 48—A despatch re- 
ceived here from Gen. Frey, in com- 
mand of the French marine force in 
China, dated Aug. 9, says the rapid 
advance of the allies toward Pekin 
was due to tné excellent scouting of 
the Russians and Japanese. 

Gen, Frey returned to Tien Tsin in 
order to lead the feinforcements of 
French troops to the front. Winding 
there the Germans, the Austrians and 
the Italians, who were not represent- 
ed with the advance column, the gen- 
eral offered to give them facilities 
for getting to the front with his 
command. They accepted with 
thanks, and a new column composed 
of the forces of the nations mention- 
ed started for Pekin. 


RAN AWAY FROM PEKIN. 


Empress and Bulk of the Army, Believed 
to Be at Shansi. 


London, Aug. 18.—A special de 
spatch from Shanghai says; The al- 
lies entered Pekin Aug. 16 It is be 
lieved that Yuan-Shi-Kai’s troops 
have gone thence to Shansi to pro- 
tect the Empress, who, according to 
reports received by local officials 
here, is with Tuan, the Imperial 
household and the bulk of the army 
and Boxers, left Pekin, August 7, for 
Hsianfu. 

Takes No Stock in the Story. 


Washington, Aug. 18—The State 
Department takes no stock in the 
story put forth by The China Ga- 


zette at Shanghai, accusing Consul- 
General Goodnow of complicity with 
the Chinese. On the contrary he is 
spoken of in the very highest terms 
and his course in the trying situa- 
tion is commended. 
General Ma Hus Disappeared. 

Tokio, Aug. 18—Extracts from a 
long despatch describing the advance 
of the allied forces from Tien Tsin 
say Gen. Ma disappeared during the 
fighting at Yangtsun, that the im 
mediate advance on Pekin was de- 
cided upon at a council of war in 
Which 385 officers took part, held at 
Yangtsun, Aug. 7, and that the ad- 
vance columns were drawn up in the 
following order: Japanese, Russian, 
British and American. The French 
contingent was obliged to remain at 
Yangtsun on aocount of its inade 
quate commissariat.. 


LARGE FLEET TIED UP 


Ore Boat Maida Sunk in Narrow Spot in 
Detroit River. 


Detroit, Aug. 16.—The schooner 
Maida, bound down, in tow of the 
Matoa, both ore laden, broke her 


chain as she~entered the Encampment 
Cut Tuesday afternoon, sheered and 
struck the bank and swung across 
the channel, which is only 300 feet 
wide; the Maida is 875 feet long, and 
fs partly sunk. Coming during the 
height of the season, the occurrence 
is likely to proye as disastrous, if 
not more so, as the delay caused by 
the sinking of the Douglass Hough- 
ton at the same place last fall. It is 
believed it will take three to 
days to release her.

HELD AT THE BARGE OFFICE. 


Fourteen Anarchists Who Went to the 
United States With a Determination 
to Kill President McKinley. 


New York, Aug. 20-—The Evening 
World on Saturday printed the foi- 
lowing in connection with the deten- 
tion at the Barge Qffice in this city 
by secret service agents of Notabe 
Maresca and Michil Weida, supposed 
Anarchists, who arrived yesterday on 
the Kaiser Wilhelm Il. These two 
men are understood to have come to 
this country as conspirators for the 
assassination of President McKinley. 

So far as known, the plan was for 
each man to proceed to Washington 
alone on a certain day. They were 
to surround the President quietly 
Waiting for an opportunity to strike. 
The blow was to be by a pistol and 
a knife. One of the number it was 
certain would be successful. The ques 
tion of escape was not considered, 
the men being willing to sacrifice 
their lives for their principles. 

The New York detective bureau, 
working independently of the United 
States Secret Service officers, has add- 
ed eleven to the number of men de 
tained by the immigration officials in 
this port because of suspected con- 
nection With Anarchist plots. There 
is no definite charge against the 11 
men held at the request of Chief Mc 
Clusky; on the other hand, charges of 
the most serious character have been 
made against Natale Moresca and 
Michil Guido, who were detained on 
Friday upon their arrival here on the 
Kajser Wilhelm IT. 

Local Secret Service agents Jast 
night said that advices had been re 
ceived from the Italian Government 
to the effect that Notabe Maresca 
and Michael Guido, two of the 14 
Italians detained at the Barge Ofiice, 
are wanted by the Naples authori- 
ties in Italy. It is understood here 
that they are charged with compli- 
city in the recent plot to assassinate 
the late King Humbert. AN of the 
American Secret Service men unite in 
denying that any of the 14 Italians 
detained yesterday are accased of 
plotting against the life of President 
McKinley. 

McKinley Was Marked, Too, . 


London, Aug. 20—The Rome cor- 
respondent of The Daily Mail says 
the arrest of Maresea and Guido In 
New York arose out of some letters 
received at Bresci’s lodging subse 
quent to the assassination of King 
Humbert. One of these, dated New 
York, July 25, and signed “Mabor,”” 
urged Bresci to commit the crime, 
and urging Maresca and Guido to do 
their duty towards President McKin- 
ley. Maresca is known to the Ital 
fan police as a most fanatical Anar- 
chist.

Gape Town, Aug. 26.—Lord Rob- 
erts arrived yesterday at Belfast, a 


few miles west of Machadodorp, 
where he met Sir Redvers Buller, 
Gen. French and Gen. Pole-Carew. 


Everything is now in readiness for 
the advance. 

The military centre of interest has 
been transferred to the east and Na- 
tal. The object of the movement of 
Lord Roberts, Gen. Buller, Gen. Pole- 
Carew and Gen. French is supposed to 
be to surround the Boers and pre- 
vent their retreat toward Lyden- 
burg. 


CORDUA’S PUNISHMENT. 


The Plotter Against the British Met His 
Death Bravely in the Jail Yard 
at Pretoria. 
Pretoria, Aug. 24.—TIieut. Cordua, 


Was tried on charges of being impli- 
cated in the plot to kill British off- 


cers and abduct Lord Roberts, and 
who was convicted by a court presid- 
ed over by Judge Godfrey, was shot, 
in accordance with the sentence, this 
morning. The ex-Transvaal officer 
Was warned last night that the sen- 
tence would be carried out to-day. A 
chaplain visited him and remained in 
the cell all night. 

At 7 o'clock this morning, Cordua 
Was marched to the place of execu- 
tion, which was in the garden of the 
jail. Capt. Barchard had charge of 
the firing party of ten men. 

The prisoner walked to the place 
assigned jhim unaided. He was not 
bound and he sat in a chair with his 
arms folded, facing the garden wall. 

He was cool and braye. The ward- 
ers left him. The officer ordered the 
firing party to take up their arms for 
a volley. Then came the other neces- 
eet orders, and finally the one to 

e. 

Lieut. Cordua, who had arisen, fell 
dead. Ten bullets struck him. He 
Was buried close by. The only Pper- 
sons present at the execution were 
Gen. Maxwell, Gol. Maxse, the chap- 
lain, a surgeon and the firing party. 


Call Ita British Blunder. 


Paris, Aug. 27.—The news of the 
execution of Efeut. Cordua at Pre- 
torla has had a bad effect here. It 
is. Generally received with execration 
of the English, while thoughtful per 
Sons say it was one of the stupidest 


blunders committed by Great Britain 
in South Africa. 


Says Roberts Is Bloodthirsty. 


Brussels, Aug. 27.—Most of the 
Belgian newspapers commen yester- 
day on the execution of Lieut. Cor- 
dua for plotting the seizure of Field 
Marshal Lord Roberts». The major- 
ity express deep resentment, saying 
that the British commander-in-chief 
of the forces in South Africa is be 
coming both crazy and bloodthirsty. 


TRAPPED TO THEIR DEATH, 


Ten Men Were Killed and Capt. Plomer 
and Forty-Five Wounded—Lord 
Roberts Leaves Pretoria. 


London, Aug. 27.—Lord Roberts 
has left Pretoria and has fixed his 
headquarters at Wonderfontein, the 
second station west of Machado- 
dorp, where the bulk of the Boers in 
arms are supposed to be, Wiring 
from there Aug. 24, he says: 

“Buller reports that Boers laid o 
trap for his cavalry Aug. 23, open- 
ing with several puns at fairly short 
range, The English guns silenced 
the Boers, but when tho firing ceas- 
ed and the pickets were being placed 
for the night by some mistake two 
compantes of the Liverpool regiment 
advanced 1,500 yards into a hollow, 
out of sight of the main body, where 
they were surrounded by the Boers 
and suffered severely." 

The Liverpools lost 10 n 
and Captain Plomer and a5 eaaae 
ed.

A TRAITOR WAS CAPTURED. 


A Chemist Caught in a British Ambulance 
With Despatches For Boers. 


Pretoria, Aug. 25.—Klee, a Jo- 
hannesburg chemist, was arrested at 
a point about eight miles towards 
Moselekatze Nek to-day. He was 
traveling in one of the British am- 
bulances, He told the driver that he 
belonged to Roberts’ Horse, that he 
bad been sick and had just been dis- 
charged from the hospital, and that 
he was anxious to rejoin his regi- 
ment. 

He wos dressed in khaki uniform 
and 12 despatches for fhe Boers were 
found on his person. He was on hie 
way, to. see Commandant Grobler 
when arrested. 

The affair {s regarded as very seri- 
ous and the police are concealing the 
details.” The prisoner admitted that 
he bought the British uniform for 40 
shillings and said he would make a 
clean breast of the whole affair. 

How Boers Faked the British. 

Krugersdorp, Aug. 25.—Command- 
ant Delarey appeared yesterday be- 
fore Bank Station with a large force 
and summoned the garrison command- 
ed by Lord Albeniarle to surrender. 
The garriosn refused. In the Mean- 
t{me, Dewet took advantage of this 
Tuse and crossed the river towards 
the Orange River Colony. 

Very Severe Sentences Imposec, 

Johannesburg, Aug. 25,—The High 
Court, of which Major O’Brien is 
president, has tried 272 cases since 
last June. Fourteen of these were 
for murder, eight for criminal as- 
sault and 49 for concealment of 
arms, In the case of a Kaffir, con- 
victed of assaulting a Boer woman, 


the death sentence was pronounced 
on Monday. Lord Roberts confirm- 
ed the sentence yesterday and the 


man was shot this morning. 

A former zarp (policeman), who 
was found guilty of breaking his 
oath of neutrality in collecting par- 
ties of burghers and leading them 
outside the military lines where they 
could join the Boer commandoes, 
was sentenced yesterday to seven 
years imprisonment. Another charge 
against him was that he furnished 
the Boer commandoes with provis- 
ions. 

The military court is rigidly 
forcing the law and the sentences im— 
posed are very severe. One good 
effect of this fs that the illicit liquor 
trade has been almost entirely ex 
tinguished.

Both soldiers, who 
have completely regained their 
health, sailed to-day for Cape Town, 
and will proceed north to BODE 
tsi wetiment In the viclnity of 
torlay Andrews was one of the many 
Canodians wounded at Paardeberg 
last February. 


LIFE IMPRISONMENT. 


Penalty to Be Imposed on Brescl, the 
Anarchist, Who Shet and Killed 
King Humbert of Italy. 


Rome, Aug. 27—The punishment 
awaiting Bresci is worse than death. 
He will inevitably be condemned to 
penal “servitude for life, agera- 
vated by 10 years of solitary con- 
Snement. A man condemned to this 
punishment, before being placed in 
his cell, is shut up in the “secret 
cell,” about six feet long by’ three 
wide, and halflighted. A few inches 
“bove the floor if a plank about hall 
a yard Wide and slightly inclined, 
which serves as a bed. The food 
is bread and water, passed through 
the little window called’ the “sy 


he “syp” 
by the jailer, the door being always 
kept rigorously closed. The prison- 


er is condemned “to absolute silence; 
if he breaks the rule he is subjected 
to. other punishments, namely, the 
Straight-waistcoat, irons and 
Straight-bed. A prisoner who at- 
tempts his own life in any way is 
put into the Straight- waistcoat, and 
at night in a sort of sack, in which 
he cannot move. 

. When the prisoner has suffered the 
punishment of the “‘secret cell’ for 
@ longer or shorter time, he is re 
moved to the cell where he must re- 
main for ten years. Its size depends 


on the construction of the whol 
prison. These calls are lighted only? 
trom the corridor, and are generally 


about two yards square. The bed 
is the usual plank, and bread and 
Water the food. In winter a single 
blanket {s allowed ot night. Silence 
is still enjoined. The onky conces- 
sion is pareceos being opened a few

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SUNDAY SLAVERY. 

(he following news item is from the 
columns of the Hamilton’ Spectator of 
qeceni date. ' c 

‘Under the old management! of tha 
Street Railway, few of the men who 
conscientiously objected to Sunday 
work were allowed to escape that duty, 
there being plenty of men in the em- 
ploy of the company willing to take 
their places. This arrangement mads 
by the old company is nol held by the 
new management to be binding now, 
and Anson Lane, an old employee with 
@ most excellent record, has been dis- 
missed for refusing to work on Sun- 
de. In every other respecl Mr. 
lane’s work has been satisfactory.” 

This is an example of the kind of 
thing the opponents of Sunday cars 
predicted would be the lot of the Streat 
Railway Company employees if Sunday 
cars permitted. It is only five 
years since the advent of Sunday, cars 
in Hamilion. At first the Railway 
Company boasted of the liberty it gave 
to its employees to ‘work or not work 
on Sunday, though even then, many 
ofthe employees felt that il was as 
mouch as their job was worlh to refuse 
when asked to work on Sunday, acd it 
yas rumored that some men had bez 
giver a fortnight’s vacation for so Tre- 
fusing. Now the company openly, de- 
clares its policy to be that the em- 
ployees must ejther work on Sunday, 
conscientious scruples to the contrary 
notwithstanding, or they must accept 
their “ticket of leave.” This we fear 
is what workingmen everywhere may 
expect to be lhe mot fan distant result 
of Sunday laborjof any kind. It means 
seven days in the week slavery. 

Between two and three millions of 
men in the United Siates are already 
thus enslayed in the doing of unne- 
cessary work on Sunday. The work- 
ing men of this country will be stand- 
ing in their own light, and dooming 
themselves or their fellows fo a serous 
form of bondage, if they d¢ avt stand 
togecher in resisling every furm of eo- 
rroachment on the weekly icst day. 
In the end ii means not ouly eiavery, 
but slavery wilhoul proportionate re- 
gmuneration. The famous political 
economist, John Stuart Mill, was right 
when he said “Sunday work means sev- 
en days: labor for, pix days’ pay.’ For 
a time, extra remuneration for Sun- 
day work may, like the option of do- 
ing the work, be granted, but only for 2 
short time.

Roberts Reports Hani Fighting. 


London, Aug. 28.—The following 
despatch was sent yesterday by Lord 
Roberts: 

“Belfast, Sunday, Aug. 26. — En- 
gaged the enemy the greater part of 
the day over a perimetre of nearly 
80 miles. Lyttleton’s division and 
tiwo brigades of cavalry, all under 
Buller, operated southwest of Dab 
mianutha. French, with two bri- 

} gades of cavalry, moved northwest of 
Belfast, driving the enemy to Leken- 
vly, on the Belfast-Lydenburg road. 
As soon as French reached Lekenvly, 
Pole-Carew advanced from Belfast in 
support. The enemy, in considerable 
Strength, opposed Buller’s and Polc— 
Carew's advabce. He brought thrao 
Long Toms and many other guns and 
pompoms (quick firing guns) into 
action. The firing until dark was 
hot and persistent. Buller hopes his 
casualties will not exceed 40. Pole 
Carew has not yet reported. The 
Boers are making a determined stand. 
They have a large number of guns. 
The country is difficult and well 
suited for their tactics, and is less 
favorable to cavalry than any we 
have hitherto worked over.”

SOLDIERS HONORED. 


Heroes Welcomed Home at Halli- 
fax by a Patriotic Concert. 


RAINY NIGHT MARS THE EVENT, 


A Modest Speech From Color-Sergt. Eus- 
tace in Reply to an Address—Sir Charles 
Tupper’s Tribute to the Brave—Re- 
salts of the War in the 
Empire and the 
World. 


Halifax, Aug. 20.—The succesa of 
the patriotic concert Inst night in 
honor of the {uvalided Canadian sol- 
diers, who arrived from Quebec yes- 
terday afternoon, was marred by a 
heavy rainfall, The concert was un- 
der the patronage of Sir Charles Tup- 
per, who delivered an address. Last 
Week the concert in honor of Sir 
Wilfrid had to be postponed on ac 
count of rain, and last night the 
Jeader of the Opposition suffered sim- 
ilar misfortune. WDarly in the even- 
ing some two or three thousand peo- 


ple were present, but when the 
Speech-makIng came on not more 
than half that number of peopla 


Were present. 
A Soldier's Reply. 

An address was presented to the re- 
turned heroes and to Sir Charles 
Color-Sergt. Eustace of H Company 
responded in a speech which was 
most eloquent in its simplicity: “‘No 
one in the whole crowd,’ he said, 
“feels more proud to-night than I 
and my brothers who were with us 
in South Africa. We only wish they 
Were all home. We will have soma 
others home in about 10 weeks. We 
left some there, and some who will 
never return. They were killed along- 
side of us. The people cannot know 
What it feels like to have a man fall 
alongside of you, after havin be 
come so bound together like Trott: 
ers. We felt as if we had lost a 
brother from the family. I thank 
you, ladies and gentlemen.”’ 

Sir Charles Tupper. 

Sir Charles Tupper spoke for about 
20 minutes, and then excused the peo- 
ple from attending the reception, 
Which he was to have held. Sir 
Charles heartily endorsed the pro- 
posal to erect a monument to those 
who had fallen, and said that he re- 
Garded the volunteering of young 
Canadians to fight side by sido with 
the British army in South Africa as 
having done more towards the unity 
of the Empire than any other action 
that could have been undertaken o> 
completed. He referred to the noble 
patrjotism of Lord Strathcona, the 
modesty and public spirit of the gen- 
Ueman who had enabled him to ef- 
fect an insurance of $1,000,000 on 
the first contingent, the liberality of 
the people towards the patriotic fund 
and said that all this not only paled 
into insignificance, but would have 
had no existence whatever but for 
the grand voung men who were will- 
ing to put their lives at the gage of 
battle and uphold the name of Care 
ada as being a land of brave and 
patriotic people. To them we owed 
the proud position Canada occupied, 
not only in the eves of the people of 
Great Britain, but of the whole civi- 
lized world. The debt we would nev- 
er_be able to fully repay. 

He briefly outlined the history of 
the Transvaal troubles, and showed 
that the war was a just and righte- 
ous one. 

Callighan’s Welcome at Barrie. 

Barrie, Ont., Aug. 29_—Practically 
the whole town turned out here yes- 
terday afternoon to welcome Private 
Callighan, returned from South Af- 
rica.

Japs to Occupy the Palace. 

London, Aug. 27.—The Shanghal corres 
pondent of The Times, wiring Aug, 24, 
says: 

“Lj Hung Chang bas recelyed a mes- 
sage from Pekin that the Japanese aloue 
will occupy the Imperial palace. The Jap- 
anese Government has renewed Its asaur- 
ance that It will protect the persons of 
the Empress-Dowager and the Emperor.

American refugee missionaries in Amoy, 
according to the Hong Kong correspondent 
of The Dally Mall, are anxious to return to 
the interior, but the United States Consul 
has forbidden them to do so, and urges 
them to go to the Philippines or to re 
turn to America, 

Shanghai advices to The Dally News say 
that consular opinion there looks on the 
action fn landing troops at Amoy, despite 
the protests of the consuls, aS similar to 
that of Russla in New Chwang, the whole 
Indicating a tendency to the panition of 
the Empire. 

“Russian journals agree,” says the Mos-

Haldimand Conservative Con- 
vention Nominates Him. 


FOLLOWERS ARE NOT UNITED, 


Friends of ¥. I. Lalor Desired His Nomi- 
nation, But Me Ketired—Political Situ- 
ation in the Hiding—Feeling That 
the Electors Haye Carried Monta- 
gue Long Enough Is Strong— 
Wanted Two Candidates. 


Cayuga, Aug. 24,—Differences that 
exist omong the Canservatives of the 


Riding of Haldimand and Monck 
have been temporarily smoothed 
over, and Hon. Mr. Montague was 


yesterday again nominated as the 
candidate of the Conservative party 
for the House of Commons. Not 
without difficulty was the result 
achieved, for although at the con- 
vention held yesterday everything 
Went along smoothly, there is {nter- 
nécine strife, and the reasons for it 
are not hard to discover, Mr, Frank 
R. Lalor wanted the nomination 
that Dr. Mantague secured. Mr. La- 
lor of Dunnyille at the last local elec- 
tion ran against J, W. Holmes, and 
was defeated by a majority of 102. 
He is one of the most popular and 
enterprising business men in the east- 
ern section of the riding. Besides 
conducting a large general business, 
Mr. Lalor runs a farm and is inter- 
ested in an evaporator and a can- 
ning factory, while at the present he 
is engaged in erecting vinegar works. 
Apart from his personal popularity, 
Mr. Lalor’s business relations fn the 
riding, in the opinion of his friends, 
would make him a very formidable 
candidate. He has been a Conserva- 
tive worker for years, and his friends 
very naturally considered that he. 
should receive the nomination. 

One of Mr. Lalor’s supporters said 
that there is a feeling not only on 
the part of Mr. Lalor’s friends but 
among another section of the elec 
torate that Haldimand has done en- 
ough for Mr, Montague, and now 
that he is a non-resident he should 
step out aad make way for a local 
man, who would have a distinct and 
personal interest in the constituency. 
There {is no doubt, he remarked, 
that the fact of Dr. Montague’s re- 
moval from the riding has weakened 
his influence among those who were 
his former supporters, but for three 
months past he has been working 
hard through the constituency, get- 
ting matters smoothed over as far 
as possible. The only man strong 
enough to oppose him was Frank 
Lalor, whose principal strength, curl- 
ously enough, lies in Dunnville and 
the townships of that eastern dis- 
trict which were brought into the 
constituency in order to give Dr. 
Montague a safe Conservative ma- 
jority. 

Yesterday’s convention wes called 
to select a candidate for Haldimand 
and Monck for the Dominion House, 
and a candidate for Haldimand for 
the Local House. With the Provin- 
cial elections possibly two years 
eway, some wonder was expressed 
that the party should be in such a 
hurry to put a candidate in the field, 
unless the intention was to offer the 
nomination to Mr. Lalor {n return 
for hig making way for Dr. Montague 
as the candidate for the Dominion 
House.

A Great Fire Raging in the Im- 
perial Chinese City. 


REPORT FROM GEN, GASELEE. 


British General Tells of the Work of In- 
dion Troops and the Fight for the 
Rellef of the Legations—There Was 
” Meavy Fighting—Reports About 

China's Emperor and 
Empress. 


London, Aug. 24.—(8.50 a. m.)— 
Fires, fighting and dissension are 
apparently: following in the wake of 
the relief of Pekin, 

The Daily Mail publishes de 
spatches from the Chinese capital, 
dated as late as Aug. 17, declaring 
that a great fire was then raging in 
tho imperial city. The Russian com- 
mander had doclined to accept the 
decision of the other generals not to 
violate tho imperial precincts, and 
street fighting was going on. 

Gen. Chafee, it is asserted, main- 
tained that the Chinese had been ade- 
quately punished already, and that 
it would be unwise to take the im- 
perial palace, This explains the 
withdrawal of the Americans after 
breaching three gates, as cabled by 
the special correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press. The Russian gen- 
eral, however, maintained that his 
Government had declared war against 
China, and. that, therefore, there was 
mo reason to prevent him carrying 
hostilities into the sacred precincts. 

Judging from various, and in many 


“cases, contradictory, despatches that 


have reached Europe this morning 
from Pekin, the commanders eventu- 
ally adopted a middle course, for a 
Reuter telegram asserts that sentries 
were placed to prevent looting. 
Hence it is presumed that the im- 
perial buildings, although captured, 
will not be destroyed. 

The fires appear to be incendiary, 
and to be caused by the Chinese 
themselves. 

All the despatches point to the fact 
that when the latest message receiv— 
ed here left Pekin the commanders 
were somewhat at sea regarding 
their future action, all waiting for 
instructions from their Governments. 

Neither the commanders nor the 
diplomats” were in communication 
with the Chinese Government on Aug. 


a7. xmoy were then searching for 
Prince Tuan.

GEN. GASELEE'S REPORT. 


British General Tells Story of Relief of 
the Legations. 


London, Aug. 24.—Gen. Gaselee, 
the commander of the British forces 
at Pekin, has telegraphed to the War 
Office as follows: 

“Pekin, Aug. 15 (Wednesday), via 
Che Foo, Aug. 21 (Tuesday).—At a 
conference Aug. 12 it was agreed 
that the allies should concentrate 
Avithin five miles of Pekin Aug. 14, 
and the assault should begin Aug. 
15. The attack, however, commenc- 
ed early in the morning of Aug. 14, 
and our troops had to make a forced 
march of 15 miles from Tung Chow 
in great heat. 4 

“We were on the extreme left, and 
attacked the southeast gate of the 
Chinese city. There was practically 
no opposition, as we were not ex- 
pected at that point. 

“The Indian troops broke down 
and rushed the gate, and I entered 
with cavalry and guns. [I then sent 
other cavalry and the Punjab infan- 
try to the Temple of Heaven to se 
cure our left flank and camping 
ground, and with the other corps 
pushed on towards the legations.

“In the meantime our field artillery 
had been brought up to bombard the 
central gate of the Tartar City, but 
a sortie by the Americans and Rus- 
sians of the garrison along the wall 
anticipated the bombardment and 
the gate fell into our hands. 

“Two field guns were then brought 
{nto the legation, and the rest were 
eent back to the Temple of Heaven, 

“At about 5 o'clock in the after- 
noon the Americans, under Gen. Chaf- 
fee, entered the legation, ond then 
we moved on towards the central 
gate of the Tartar City for the 
night. 

“By nightfall we had 400 men 
the legation.

“During the evening, at the Temple 
of Heaven, we were engaged, and, 
after inflicting heavy losses, we occu~ 
pied the south gate of the Chincse 
city.”

UPRISING AT HANKOW. 


An Attempt Mado to Rob the Customs 
Leaders Decapitated. 


Paris, Aug, 24.—The French Con- 
sul at Hankow wires that an at- 
tempt at an uprising occurred dur- 
ing the night of Aug. 21. A band 
of Chinese tried to set fire to a house 
adjoining the Customs’ Bank, adjac- 
emt to the British Consulate, with 
the object of pillaging the bank and 
burning the European quarter. The 
Viceroy, however, took immediate 
steps, and arrested the ringleaders, 
seizing at the same time arms and 
documents, demonstrating the exist- 
ence of a secret society and an or- 


ganized plot. Two of the lending 
culprits were decapitated, their heads 
being subsequently exhibited in tho 
centro of the Chinese town.

$200,000 in property has gone up in 
smoke. The City Hall is totally de- 
stroyed, the Columbia building, ad- 
joing, is a heap of ashes, and sev- 
eral smaller frame buildings in the 
vicinity are in ruins. The destruc- 
tion was wrought by the wild mob 
which held possession of the city 
from dark Wednesday night until al- 
most dawn yesterday morning, in 
frenzied endeavors to find a negro 
charged with assaulting a six-year- 
old girl.

In addition to the ericans, the 
force consisted. of British and 
200 Japanese, all under the British 


General Dorward. The fight took 
place at a village six miles from Tien 
Tsin, where the allied forces found a 
considerable number of Goxers, whom 
they engaged, killing over 300 and 
taking 64 wounded prisoners, who 
Were Sent to the hospitals of the al- 
1 The village was burned. The 
Americans had five wounded, the Ja- 
panese six and the British none. 
Hundreds of Boxer flags, spears and 
Swords were captured. 

From ShangHai comes a report, 
qualified by the assertion that it is 
from purely Chinese sources, that the 
Empress—-Doy er, aiter proceeding 
on a day’s journey from Pekin, be- 
came terrified at the looting by Gen. 
Tung Fuh Siang’s troops and went 
back to Pekin.

| says that Prince Tuan has been cap- 


tured by a detachment of the allies. 

Other Chinese inessages record the 
formation of a provisional Goyern- 
ment by the allies, but this appears 
to be a purely military measure, and 
merely an elaboration of the scheme 
for divJding the city into sections for 
police purposes. ;

No Truth in Rumor That Chinese 
Empress Was Captured. 


EVERY PROSPECT OF A FAMINE, 


Washinton OMicials Promptly Discredit 
the Wild Story Irom Cheefu to the 
Effect that Russia, Germany and 
Japan Have United in Declaring 
War on China—Boxers to 
Attack Pekin. 

London, Aug. 27, 4 a. m,—Tho 


latest news from Pekin indicates 
that the situation there is unchang- 


ed. The Imperial city is still invest- 
ed, but has not yet been occupied. 
The allies, when the last message 


left, were refraining from oggressive 
action pending instructions from their 
Governments. 

An attack from 30,000 Boxers was 
antic{pated and to meet this the 
whole American force and the Brit- 
ish Artillery, according to a despatch 
to The Morning Post, from Pekin, 
dated Aug. 18, were moved to the 
Outer city wall. The Boxers were 
reported coming from the south. 

Gen. Dorward, in his report of the 
engagement outside Tien Tsin, Aug. 
19, when the Americans, British and 
Japanese signally defeated a large 
force of Boxers, killing over 300, 
says in a despatch dated Aug. 25: 

“The lines of communication near 
‘Tien Tsin are now free from danger. 
The enemy had been treating the vil- 
lagers badly. Several decapitated) 
bodies were found near their camp, 

“The yillagers are now flocking to 
Tien Tsin at the rate of about 1,000 
a day. As there is not more than a 
month’s food supply, there is every 
prospect of a famine shortly.”” 

This declaration that a famine is 
{mminent in consequence of the in- 
adequacy of provisions for the 
hordes of refugees at Tien Tsin, adds 
a new element of peril to the situa- 
tion. 

Shanghai advices say that the re- 
port of the capture of Emperor 
Kwang Su by the Japanese was er- 


roneous. It was a case of mistaken 
identity. ‘ 
The Pekin correspondent of The 


Dativ’ Telegraph, wiring AGe. SF, = 
asserts that the Empress Dowager 
fied westward, and adds: 

“She has’a body guard of 1,500, 
and as the mountainous character of 
the country would prevent artillery 
following, it is believed that she will 
not be pursued.”” 

This correspondent reports every- 
thing quiet on the date of his de 
spatch, but a telesram to the same 


paper from Tien Tsin, dated Aug. 
24, asserts that a thousand Rus- 
sians, Germans and Japanese had 


purhed forward from Pekin with the 
intention, it is assumed, of pursuing 
the fleeing Dmpress Dowager. 

At a conference ‘of Ministers and 
generals held at Taku, Friday, it 
was decided, according to The Daily 
Telegraph, to refer the fate of the 
Forbidden city to Burope. 

According to a special despatch 
from Berlin, Germany ‘has not yet re- 
ceived any proposals or suggestions 
from the United States for an inter— 
national conference, The Foreign 
Office considers tlie idea of such a 
conference as premature, and desires 


the allied commanders to exercise 
control in Pekin and the occupied 
parts of China until Field Marshal 


Count Von Waldersee shall have as. 
sumed command, and have time to 
report. on the situation. 

The generally well-informed Viedo- 
mosti of St. Petersburg says it is the 
opinion in diplomatic quarters there 
that the withdrawal of the allies 
from Pekin, now that the foreigners 
have been rescued, would facilitate 
Peace negotiations.

Washington, Aug. 26.— Russia, 
Germany and Japan have not declar- 
ed war upon Ohina, either separate— 
ly or in concert.

Winnipeg, Aug. 25. — Manager 
| Whyte, iuterviewed yesterday after-

AWFUL TIME AT NOME, 


Storm Wrecked Vessels and Disease Car- 
ried Off Dozens of People. 


San Francisco, Aug. 25—A Seat- 
tle, Wash., special to The Bulletin 
Says: 

“A terrific storm raged at Nome 
Aug. 7. There was a heavy loss of 
life. The water front is lined with 
Wreckage and stranded vessels of all 
descriptions. Out of 68 steam 
launches, it is reported that only five 
remained afloat, and of 72 barges all 
but seven drifted ashore. 

“Twenty dead bodies were washed 
ashore and taken to the Morgue fer 
identification. 

“A tale of disease, death and suf 
fering among the Eskimos is report- 
ed by Guy H. Stockslager, who has 
been directing a relief expedition sant 
out by the Government. Stockslager 
has returned from York, and reports 
the natives dying by wholesale, doz- 
ens of dead bodies lying around un- 
buried. 

“At Teller City the sick natives 
killed the medicine man of the tribe, 
in the vain hope that the act would 
appease the evil splrit. Thirteen 
deaths were reported at Teller City 
} im one day.”
